of the ſea coaſts diverſly. Foure and twenty ſmall barrels are accounted for a Laſt, as 
Herring barrels,being 18 Beere barrels,or 18 Ames of Antwerp,which are 3 Tuns of 
wine; and yet we reckon two Tuns of wine fora Laſt, for twotuns of wine weigh rhe 
weight of a Laſt of corve, rhat is to ſay, one hogſhead 500 ®, thetwo tunnes goo #?

In Yellow is inward light and lefle obſcurity, 

In Purple is the contrary,inward obſcurity and lefle light.

There was light and darknefle before the Planer of the Sunne was creatcd, albeit 
the diſtintion between day and night 15 aſcribed to the Sunne, Now the Moone 
hath no light, but whar the Sunne doth impart unto her; and the colours of the Rain- 
bow in the day time,being produced by the toure elements, do approve theſe colours 
tobe ſo in nature, whereot rhe Philoſophers hare givena reaſon accordingly. Bur 
confidering the curioſity of rhem,andeſpecially of Ari#oile, it is ſtrange unto me thar 
they have not made mention of the colours of the Raine-bow in the night rime, when 
the Moone isat full,and oppdfite rotte Sunne, which colours neverthelefle rake a re- 
fiction upon the cloudes and obſcurity of the night, fardiftering from the colour of 
the Raine-bow 1n theday time upon the declination of the Sunne ; inſomuch that al- 
beit all colours muſt be diſcerned by light and ſo ju accordingly, yet their 0- 
peration doth differ very much, as may be ſhewed, | The property of all coleurs is to 
be ſubjc& to the aire and Sunne, and all of them do vaniſh ; bur inthe black it is leaſt 
ſeene, and is alſothe ſureſt, having his ground upon the blew ; ſo it bea blew ſubſtan- 
riall of Woad or Indico,which is the extra@tion of the herbe Glanſtam, or wavill, in 
the Eſt and Welk Lndies like unto our green VWoad; but the leaves of it are round 
and nor long, howheit rhe climate and ground make the maine difference.

tkeffe,foraſmuch that a reaſonable increaſe of 8 ounces,dorh look fairer,and can be bet- 
fer uſed,there remaineda tolleration of this increaſe in London, The way to finde out 
the frauJ,was by controlling the weight by meafure,which by convulſion becommetrh 
contraged : ſothat it the (ilke being purged decreaſeth 16 ouncesto 1 3 and 212, will 
moderarely have afrerwards ſome increaſe thenthis filke being meaſured by the yard 
in Skeanes,and marked with Leads,and fo delivered to the Dyar, muſt be received ac- 
cordingly without ſuch contraQtion and decreaſe of lengrh, by the increaſe of 
wetght,theſe rwo controlling eacho.her.

If they be great round pearles they may be ſcaled, for naturally the pearle is like 
untoan Onyon, ſcaling one upon another. I remember that a friend of my acqutain- 
tance, called Monnfier Helmantold me many yeares fince,that during the minority 
of Philip the third, late Kiog of Spaine,he ſhewed untohim twoexcellent great round 
Pearles,which he valued at ren thouſand ducats,or three thonſand pounds : which the 
young Princetook in bis hands, ſaying, Bocads por un Roy (a morſell for a King) and 
ſwallowed them downe oneafter another. The Merchant made account to receive 
money for his Pearles;but he could nor,and was glad within two dates after to take his 
pearles againe,which by the hear of the ſkomacke were become yellow ; comming to 
Antwerp, a certaine Jew undertook to take off the upper ſcale, and fo they were ex- 
cceding faire againe,but diminiſhed : they were afterwards ſold to the great Turk for 
above two thouſand pounds ſterling» 

Thus much for Orientall and Occidental! Pearles,' where note that the weight for 
Pearles in Sevill, is leſſer than the weight of Lisborne by cight in the bundred : the 
climate in the Eaſt is hatter than inthe Weſt, and the water more faltiſh; which catt-

naturall and artificiall,and both valued by money,there is required a certaine equality 
in the ſaid eſtimation, proceeding of the conſideration betwcen this naturalland ar- 
tificiall riches.

of. Fora Merchant ſetting his nametoablank paper, his FaQor or Servant hath CnI—_y 
an ability ro wrong his Maſter many waies.

1 tc 121d nrit Conſtituents name; and to ſweare in the foule of him, if cauſe fo re- 
quire:albeir the ſaid Letters ot Attorny do differ in the manner and forme, as well as 
1m tbe ſubſtance which muſt be obſerved. They are called beyond the ſeas Procurae 
tions, tO procure or effeQ that which a man would have commonly in another place, 
and in matter of Authority for Law Cauſes, they goe ore degree further than Letters 
of Credir, becauſe the Law doth require the ſame, ro the end that the authority or 
power of the party Conftituted, may publikely appeare : wherein a Letter Miffiveis 
nor ſufficient, as the ſame is in things concerning tne ordinary courſe of Negotiations 
and dealings between Merchants,which by the Law- Merchant are of gre:t validity. 

Procurations generally, or for rhe moſt parr, containethe word Irrevocable; im- 
p'ying rhat power given ſhould endure for ever,and fo it is taken beyond the Seas. But 
by the CommonLaw the words are uſed, Pro forma,and a Procurztion or Letter of At- 
torney is revocable at all rimes, unefle ir be that the ſaid Letrer of Attorpy doe cons 
e1inc a Tranſport of ſome rhings which is conveied thereby : As if a min doe Conſtt 
turc 2nother for the recovering of certaine moneyes for the parties own proper uſe, 
without account to be rendred for the ſame, and the ſaid party hath recovered the ſaid 
moves by vertue of it. This letter of Artorny cannot be revoked to any purpoſe, 
the cfie& being fully performed which was the cauſe thereof. So beyond the ſeay 
it you makea Letter cf Atrorny toa Procurator in Law, to follow a cauſe for you in 
Law, although the ſame be made irrevocable, yer vpon good cauſe you may revoke 
the ſame, and appoint anorher to follow the cavſe : bur ir is commonly done with 
leave of the Cr ur where the caule is conſiſting or depending, and becauſe the inti- 
marions and ſcituations are tobe done at ſuch rimes as rhe cauſe may require, the no- 
mination of ſome placezas it were to chuſe 2 Domicilinm muſt be done, bur the power 
may be lintired. An Atrorny may have authority toconvict a man by Law forthe re> _ 
covery «©t mony or goods,2nd to proceed to execution by impri ſoning of tke Debtor 
yet h& (hall have no power to releaſe him our of Priſon,wiihour further authority; ſs 
in the receiving of goods or mony, wherein every man is to uſe his diſcretion, as the

In like manner a London Merchant doth contra& with a Merchant firanger here, 
and buyeth of him a certaine Commodity,whereof the goodneſs is commonly known 
by the mark, or otherwiſe by the Fabricaor making 3 as Velvets, Sattin, Silkes, Fu- 
ftians, or other commodities to be here delivered unto him by ſuch a day, or within fo 
many moneths,at the price agreed upon between them, with the manner of paimenr, 
and other conditions agreed alſo, Hereupon. lixewiſe paſſeth a Notariall Contra&, 
which is performed accordingly. But put the cafe char che price of the ſaid Velvets 
and Silks by ſome accident or occaſion doth fall, and the London Merchant doth re- 
pent him of his bargain and Contra, and now ſome of the ſaid forrein commodiries 
are come from beyond the ſeas, and arrived within the river of Thames, whereupon 
the Merchant ſtranger giveth notice unto him of it,and the London Merchant fcemerh 
unwilling to receive the ſaid commodities,and js conſtrained either by a Scrivener,or 


witneſle to offer unto him the ſaid commodities accordivg to their Contra, Here Tendering of 


note that this offer or tender ſo made is of no validity or force in Law 3 forunrill the rrp ng 


tiaQts, 


Kings cuſtorne is paid for the ſaid goods, and that you have received them into your 
power or cuſtody, you can make no lawfull offer of them. - Moreover, if you have 
paydthe Kings Cuſtome for them, and have them in your cuſtody and power, and do 
' make render oi them before the t1me,yer the Law is-not ſatisfied herein, but you muſt 
render them alſo upon the laſt day of the delivery, becauſe the damage isro be given 
unto you by Law muſt take a certain ground from the limitarion of time, and nor up- 
on caſualties ; for it might fall out, that the price of the {aid Commodiries ſhould 


riſe within that timme,and you might ſel! them for a greater gaine, and by that rime of 


the laſt day of your delivery they might be fallenagain in price, and you might have 
provided another parcel! for the ſamezſorhat both by the common Lawand the Law- 


Merchant,you are to make your tender upon the very day by a Scrivener or with com-. 


petent witneſſes, whereof I have ſeen ſufficient triall in Law. And according to theſe

to uſe Scriveners in every bargaine,fo is ir commodious to uſe the means of Brckers 3 
the commodities are not onely bought and fold with more credir and reputation, bur 
all controverſies whichdo ariſe by miſadventure or otherwiſe are ſooner dcrermined, 
anda ſworne Broker is taken as a double witneſle, if he do produce his Booke, with a 
Memorandum of the bargaine, as the ſame was agreed between both parties. By 
m_ many Variances are reconciled, and Differences ( like to fall out) are pre- 
Vented. | 

I had almoſt forgotten the moſt memorable Contra that ever were, wheiby the 
Philoſophers Z/ixar or Stone 15 found, tnarning Lead, Paper, and Inke into Gold and 
Silver; which is the Contra of Popes for their Cruſavos or Buls, whereof there 
are certaine Contrators, who fora certaine ſum of money yearcly to be paid, doe re- 
ceive authority to diſperſe the ſaid Pardons or Buls ineo the Weſt-Ingies, Peru, No- 
va Hiſpagnia, and all thoſe quarters of the VVorld, and every reaſonable fou!e muſt 
_— one of them yearely. And that this is the moſt beneficiall Contra, I prove 
thus. 


Inthe yeare 1591, Pope Sixtus Qnintws cauſed two ſhips tobe laden out of Spain 


for the Weſt-Indies as aforeſaid, with ſome .r00 Burts of Sacke, 1400 little Cheſts, 
containing each of them three ordinary ſmall barrels of Quick-filver, weighing 55 # 
the picce,to refinethe ſilver withall in the {3id Indies , and moreover, a g1cat 1 "_—_— 
N 2 ot 
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of packs of the ſaid printed Buls or Pardons granted at that rime, to make pr Oviſion 
againſt the Hereriques ; forſomuch that the great Armado in the yeare 1588 had 
much exhauſted the Treaſure of Spaine. Theſe two ſhips were met withall at ſea 

Captaine Whze, who was laden and bound for Barbary,and —_— into England by 
him,where the Commadities were fold 3 but the Popes Merchandiſe (being out of re- 
queſt) remaincd a long rime in ware-houfles, at the diſpoſing of Queen Elizaberh,;un- 
till ar laſt, atrhe earneſt requeſt orher Phyſitian Do@or Lopez, ſhe gave all the ſaid 
grcat quantity of Buls unto him, amounting to many thouſands in number. This 
Courtly Merchant, falling in communication with an Iralian Knight,who had been a 
Merchant, did conclude with the ſaid Knight to make a partable Voyage between 
them, and to ſend rhoſe Buls into the Weſt-Indies; and accordingly a ſhip was fraigh- 
ted and Jaden with the ſaid Buls and ſome other commodities, apd did performe the 
ſaid Vovage to the Indics. But no ſooner arrived.the Popes Contractor tor that com- 
modity d1d ſciſe upon all rhe ſaid Buls, and cauſedan information to be given a- 
gainſt rhem, that they were infeRed, having been taken by Heretiques. Ir was alled- 
gedthat they were miraculouſly ſaved 3 bur loſt they were and contiſcared, and ſo Co- 
vetouſneſle was well rewarded. But returning to prove this beneficiall Contra ; 1 
was atthetime of rhe taking of the ſaid Buls, willed by Authority, to make an eſti- 
mate what the lading of theſe two ſhips might coft, and what they might have been 
worth 1n the Weſt-Indies;according to the rate of every Bull, taxed at two Royals of 


| p/2te, and fone {cure, and ſome cight Royals, according rotheir [1mitation, ev 


one being but one ſheet of paper. And by compuration the lading did not coſt fifty 
thouſand pounds, and wou!d have yielded above fix hundred thouſand pounds. For / 
thele Contratts are fervent and full of devotion, containing alſo a commandement, 
That their Beds ſhould be fold, rather rhan any one ſhould be withour a Bull ; for the 
ſatety of the ſoule was to be preferred before the health and caſe of the body. 

Now before we entreat of extravagant Contradts in the buying and ſelling of com- 
modities in ſome places, it will not be impertinent to note the obſervations and opi. 
nicns of Civilians concerning Merchants ContraQts, which they have diſtinguiſhed 
to be ſol; mne,publicke or private,as inthe Marginall notes 1s before declared, to the 
cod a1! Comroverhies may be avoided 1n the ſaid Merchants Contrads. 

1he Civilians writing de Contractibu Mercatorum,or of Merchants contraQs,make 
mary diſtinRtions z ur the conditions agreed upon between them are chiefly conſi- 
derable, and robe well declared,to avoid ambiguity and conſtrucions,and reciprocall 


thingsto be performed on both (ides, which bindeth them better. So that if a Con- 


rract be broken, whereby ihe one party is damnified for want of his mony or goods 
not delivered whereby he can make nobenefir, and is hindered in his trade by Lacrum 
ceſſans, or vor vette, 3 the other party may juſtly demand recompence for the ſame, 
eſpecially it he be a Merchant : otherwiſe ſome Civilians make the ſame queſtiona- 
ble, as Fiſher-men, Fowlers, and Hunters, which (fay they ) cannot demand any lofſe 
for want of rheir owne, becauſe by their profcſhons they are uncertaine, whether the 
ſhall catch or rake any thing by their art, Neverthel-flc the Merchants Court hat 
an eſpectall careto performe well with Fiſhermen, and that with all expedition of ju- 
ſticethey may he diſpatched to follow their trade, without any intermiſſion of time. 
This damage ſuſtained by Merchants or others, for the non- performance of Con- 
trafts, cannot be demanded by a continuance of rime running C44 infinitum, during 
the marter in queſtion, but muſt be demanded according tothe firſt damage recet- 
ved, as the party canculy prove the ſame, citherby witneſſes or upon his oath, as the. 
cauſe may require. | 
Therefore when Merchants are contending in any Courts of equity or Law, where 
they are delaicd for many yeare> in continuall ſuit,at their great charges ; then it ten- 
deth ro the interruption of Trade and Commerce in generall, and the overthrow of 
parties in particular z whereof the Law of Merchants have a fingular care to provide 


for,and therefore doth many times (though nor without danger) admit the proofe to 
be made upon the partics oath,if witneſles be abſent. 
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| The penalties and forfeitures upon any Contra limited and cxpreſled, be it Ng- Penatiics up- 
minepex4 or otherwilſe,are therefore much tobe conſidered of inequity ro make them ©* <onttne®: 
Rand, and to be effeAuall tor the maintenance of faith and credit betweerr merchants, 
and they are conſequently much approved by all Civilians, aniby their Law allowed, 

[n all contra&s made for a copartnerſhip in providing of a joint ſtocke, is to bee 
obſerved, that the one or fome of rhem do not defraud the other. Alſo ir is approved 
rhatthey may ſel taeir adventure to others,and the buyer is totake the :ccount accor- 
dingtothe Contra&, for the account given to other parties in focicties doth alwaies O>fervarions 
dind the buyer proportionably in theſe adventures; and the parties dying, the widow @,N9090s 
or his heires are to acceptthereof accordingly, both by the Civill Law and the Cu- 
ſtome of Merchants, As is well obſerved by the Society of the Merchants trading to 
the Eaſt-Indics, both in England and beyond the ſeas. For it is nor 2ccounted any 
danger to truſt a Society, and to deliver mony for trading, and where no damaves or 
2dventures be borne is uſurious, as ſh1ll be declared hereafter. 

To enter into conſideration of ſome verball Contracts, ſome Cuſtnines are to bee To _—_ 
obſerved, which the Civilians make queſtionable. A Merchant dorh deliver ſome ney, &c. 
mony unto another Merchant, tobe imployed by him for commodities, or ro be put 
forth to uſe for both their benefit and profir, withour any limitation of time agteed 
vpon between them 3 the queſtion is, Whenthis Merchant that did deliver this mo- 
ny may call for it againe ? Wherein moſt Civilians are of opinion, that the ſame can- 
not be demanded betore the yeare be expired. Vhich ſeemeth che more reaſonable, 
if the Law will not allow unto the other party a loſle ſuſtained thereby, by fire, water, 
or any other caſualty, unlefle he dodeclare and manifeſt the fame within rhe yeare, 
Nevertheleſſe it this mony were delivered to one that makerh a continual! gaine by 
mony,as ſome Goldſmiths do,by raking rhe ſame for two, three, or more daies, ard 
allowing benefit for it 3 then it may ſeem reaſonable that rhe mony may be deman- 

ded at all rimes, upon warning given for the time,without which no man may be ſu 
poſed tobe fo careleſſe inthe delivery of his or other mens monte by a Verball Cor:- 
trac, as the ſaid Civilians have ſurmiſed, 
Again,ſuppoſe this mony were delivered toa father and his ſonne jointly, whether 
the ſame (hall be redemanded of the farher and the ſonne by equall portion halfe and 
halfe,or of them both > Hereupon they are of opinion, , If the Father did receive the 
mony, and that the ſonne be under the government of the farher, then the father is to 
anſwer for all ; but if the ſonne do (as it were) govern the father becauſe he is o!d,rthen 
the ſonne is to anſwer for the money.

To maketheſe Notariall Contrafts more anthentique and ſure, when due regard 
1s had of reciprocall ations, to avoid Nudumpadtum, the Bonds made by each party 
to other in a ſum ot money for the performancethereof, are to be Preferred before the 
Imitation of a penalty contained inthe ContraR3 albcitthat theſe Bonds being pur 
in ſuit,cauſerh the orber party to fly into the Chancery ; but the Merchants Courts

Reaſenable,o) ſuch things and trifles as are for pleaſure,as Starch,Cards,lute ſtrings, 
Tobacco,and ſuch like. | 
Vnreaſonable, as of Fleſh, Fiſh,Butter, Cheeſe, or needfull things for the ſuſtenance 
of man,without which he can hardly live civilly. Jos 
Indifferent,as of Velvers, Silks, Sugar, Spices, and other delicacics and daintieso 
curioſities, indifferent to be uſed or not. | 
All theſe are done by publique authority of Princes and States, by Letters Patents 
granted for rerme of years : but ingroſling is done by private perſons of their ownat- 
thority, which is commendable, to keepe commodiries in reputation to maintainea 
Fradethercby , as when men of means do ingrofle and buy up a commodity, andfor 
reaſonable gaine they fell the ſame again to ſhop-keepers and retailers. This is much 
aſcd amongſt Merchants of all nations, otherwiſe when abundance of a Commodi 
doth ſo muc!1 abatethe price of it,that Merchants do become loſers and di 
then the trafficke and trade is thereby overthrowne, to the generall hurt of the Com- 
monwealth : in which reſpe& it is better to pay ſomewhat more for Commodities,

Hat the manner of popular governments in their Proclamations, Placcarts, E: 
f Em bor Ordinances doth much differ from the Proclamations which are mad 
in Monarchies where Magiſtrates and Judges are of greater reputation and dignity, 
according to their royall Parliaments. | | 
That inthe yeare 1594, all Mints ſtood till for one whole yeare to prevent the in. 
hancing of coine between man and man : and the faid States did declare, that itwy 
not intheir power to reforme the ſame, ſo long as the ſeventeen Nether-lands were dj 
vided zevery one claiming as abſolute authority as the other, as members of one body, 
And that now they have deviſed a courſe to make their Proclamations effeQuallwi 
in the united Provirces,totheir great benefit, if we will conſider the nature ofthefor.

He CortraQt or Covenant to be made with ſevenqualitiesof perſons, Empe- 

rors,Kings,Princes, Archdukes, Earles, Knights, and Gentlemen, among whi 
ſome Merchants arc compriſed, in all not excceding the number of an hundred per- 
fons.,with the Poore to be reckoned for one, as being ſo many ſtakes wherein Seignio- 
ries, Commonweales,Societies,and Orders ſhall be accounted for one alſo. 

Every ſtake to be from 25 thouſand crowns of 5 f ſterling,untill an hundred thou- 
ſand crowns a ſtake; wherein Emperors and Kings may not exceed three 
(15-040 crowns 3 Dukes,Earles, and Commonweales two hundred thouſand crowns 
a perſon. 

No man to be advanced to this Society but for his deſerts or wealth, or for both 3 
wherein but one of the kindred to ſucceedthe father, or the neareſt of conſanguinity 
by default of ſons.

I remember a caſe of mine own, that hapned above 20 f roms fince, which concur- 
reth with the matter in hand : A Merchant being indebted unto me by a Bill Obliga- 
tory the ſum of 800 ©;payable at ſix months, was perſwaded by a friend of his(with 
whom I h2d ſome differences and controverſies of accounts) to ſuffer an Artachment 
to be made in his hands of thgfaid monies,by the Cuſtome of ,ondon, upon promiſe 
made unto him, That he w@uld give him long daies of patment forthe faid monies : 
whereupon my Debter appearethto the ſaid Atrachment, and did acknowledge rhe 
ſaiddebt of $00 ®, relying upInthe long daics of paiment, and he that madethe 
Attachment did proceed in rhe Law,and had judgement thereupon, making nodoubt 
toobraine execution accordingly. Being adviſed by learned Councill in London, we Aachments 
ſuffered him ſo far to proceed, andthen we did ſpeake in Arreſt of Execution, and ode oy 
brought a Writ of Cerriorare out of the Kings Bench, under the hand of the Lord mencs.* 
Chicte Juſtice, putting in ſpeciall baile in Lordonto ſatisfiethe judgement. The re- 
cord was removed to the ſaid Court of: Kings Bench, and there we did put in othet 
baile, andupon that brought a S#perſedeas 1nto London, and diſcharged our ſpeciall 
baile, and by the Law the faid Attachment and all proceedings were made void 3 and 
this Merchant was taken, Pro confeſſs,and ordered to bring rhe mony inſtantly into rhe 
Court,whereas he had yer fix months forthe paiment z the intereſt whereof was 40, 
whereby the Proverbe tooke place, Falere fallentem non eſt fraw.

One being indebte? unto another the ſum of 100 ® payablear a certaine time, it 
came to paſle that the Creditor went over beyond the ſeas tefore the money was duet 
the cantelous Debtor,upon untrue ſurmiſe to defraud the Creditor, made attachment 
of this money in his own hands by the Cuſtome of London, and pur in ſureties to be 
anſwerable for it for one yeare and'a day, according rothe manner and order of the 
Court,in which time the ſaid Creditor was to difrcalonthe ſaid pretended debe ; but 
the Creditor (being beyond the ſeas,and ignorant of theſe proceedings ) came over af- 
ter tlic expiration of the yeare and day, and the Debitor had judgement upon the ſaid 
attachment, and execution awarded unto him in his own hands. The Creditor being 
now come over,demanded his money,the other denied to owe him any ; inbriefe, the 
Bill was pur in ſuit at the Commor-Law, the Debirordid plead the faid judgement 
and recovery in London, and by that pra&ice and fraudulent means defeated his Cre-

"T is an uſuall received opinion, that Pharemond was the author of this Law: others 
thinke it was ſo called of the Gauls,rhat were called Salic,amongſt whom that Law 
was cſtabliſhed 3 for the ancient Gaules termed all their Laws either Ripuary or $#- 
lique, and in the time of Charlemane they were called Saliques. Neverthelcſleit is 
thought to have been invented of latter time, as by Philip le Lowe, to fruſtrate the 
daughters of Lewis Huttin,or elſe to have had the firſt ſtrength from an uſuall cuſteme 
of al Barbarians, which was never to ſuffer the females to inherit the crown; and 6 
being begun in the firſt and ſecond line of the Kings, it hath continued in thet

But for the buying of all things, we do not give now more Gold or Silver than wedid 
then, therefore (faith be) nothing is grown dearer in France fince that time, - 
To prove this,be doth alledge, That during the raign of King Ph:lip de Y low, inthe 
yeare 1328,the French crown ot the flower-deluce ( as good in weight and fineneſſe ag 
the French crown of the Sun now ) was then worth but twenty ſoulz rournois, com- 
monly accounted tobe two ſhillings ſterling. In thoſe daies( faith he) the Frenchelle 
or yard of velvet was worth foure livers,which is foure crowns,or eight ſhillings ſter- 
ling:the (aidelle of Velvet doth now coſt ten livers,or twenty ſbillings,and theFrench 
crown which was then valued at two ſhillings, 1s cow v at fifty foulz,or five ſhil- 
tings 3 ſo that foure crowns do make the {aid twenty ſhillings, yet the ſaid French 
crowns do not containe more gold in weighr or finenefle than betore 3 and conſequent- 
by the Velver is not now dearer than it was then. 33/1 
The Gentleman that bath now five bundred livers by the yeare to ſpend, hathno 
more than he that hath one hundred livers to ſpend inthoſe dates : and inlike manner © 
he proceedeth for Corne, Wine, and other commodities, and thereupon concluded, 
That the dearth of allrhings, is but imaginary, and a vaine opinion to conceive that 
things ſhould be dearer than now in thole daies.' 


The ſecond Paradox. 


1 Here is moſt to be loft upon aCromngr any other money, although the ſame be given in 
payment at the price it was received. 

This(faich onſieur Maleftr0it)is an old and common error,rooted in the judgment 
of moſt men,that are far fromthe mark and without their reckoning, as be will mani- 
feſt inthe former termes. . 

In the aforeſaid time of King Philip deYalew, the French crown aforeſaid was worth 
but twenty ſoulz,which is now currant for fifteen ſoulz. 

The Gentleman that had fifty ſoulzrent or income, did receive for it two crowns 
and a halfe, or ſo much in filver accordingly 3 for which two.crowns and a halfe he had 
halfe a yard and balfe a quarter of Velvert;after the rate of foure livers the yard, whj 
was the price of Velvet « : now for this fifty ſoulz the Gentleman doth receivebu 
one crown,or fo much of filver money,and for that one crown now he canbuy but one - 
quarter of a yardof Velver after the rate of ten liversthat Velvet is now , wher>. 
25 before he had halfe a yard and halfe a quarter, although be have given the fame in 
payment for fifty Soulz,which is the price for which he received the ſaid Crown; and 
fo proceedeth with other the like examples in the buying of commodities with filver 
coyne,or in the receiving of rents or incomes, adding further thereunto, that if any 
manwill obje& and ſay, I care not what the crown liver or foulz is worth, ſoas I has 
ving a hundred livers of rent payed me, and that I can pay out againe the {aid hundred © 
livers. This man (faith he) muſt then make proofe that he can bave now as much ware 
for two ſoulz,as he could bave had intimes paſt for two ſoulz which were of fine filver, 
and now almoſt of copper, and indoing fo as he ſhould make athird Paradox more 
ſtrange than the former: for he ſhould go about to prove every thing to be become bet- 
ter cheap,which cannot be proved. 4

weight, and without ſRampe ; for their gold and lilyer came unto them. in one hag- 
dred and twenty yeares by theſpgile of all the world, which was brought to Rome 
by the Seipio's, Paul Emylius, Marims;Sylla, Lucullu, Pompey and Ceſar,cl] pecially by the 
two laſt: tor Pompey did conquer ſo much land, as wade the revenue of the Empire tg 
be eight millions and a halfe of Crowns, Ceſar notwithſtanding, all his prodigali. 
ties, brought to the treaſury forty millions of Crownes, having given ar one time 
unto Paul, Conſul, ninc hundred thouſand Crownes to hold filence 3 and unto Cario, 
Tribtfe, 1500 thouſand Crowns to take his part. Harte Anthony went forther, 
as Plutarch and Appien have written, for he gave unto his Army for their ſervicedone, 
two hundred thouſand talents, being 120 millions of Crownes: ſo did <Mdrian the 
Emperour to have the good will of torty Legions, give ten millions, whereby appez- 
reth great abundance of gold and ſilver to have been at Rome, but ir did not laſt ever: 
for in lefle than three hundred yeares the Parths,Goths, Hercules, Hongtes, andother 
cruell Nations did overcome the Empire and all Italy, andovercamethe Romanes, 
burned rheir City and tcok the ſpoile of them. The like doth of kw vnto all Com- 
mon-weales to waxe and increaſe by little and little, and to iſh fora time in 
wealth and power,and afterwards to grow old and decline, untill they be utterly ruing- 
ted and deſtroyed, _ \ - : 
Touching the laſt cauſe of the dearthof things by tbe alteration of the ſhew- 
eth how Menfiear Maleſtroit hath miſtaken the matter in the monies themſelves made 
within three hundred yearcs. For whereas be ſaith, That Saint-Lewss cauſed the firſt

Bur if Menſieur Bodin ( according to his wiſdome and deepe judgement in other 
matters ) had duly conſidered of theſe two Paradoxes, he would have made 2 dire 
anſwer thereunto before he would have proceeded in his former diſcourſe. _ 
The firſt Paradox being conſidered with the ſecond, will ſhew a manileſt contradi- _

but twenty, and rhat theſe twenty peeces or fixty ſhillings were diminiſhed by the 


ſheire,and there is made twenty two peeces,in regard of the twenty or ſixty fix peeces, 


in the lieu of ſixty peeces, which is ten in the hundred that the ſaid peeces are lighter 
than before, conſidering peece by peece : Now an Aſſay: maſter received one of theſe 
peeces to make an aſſay thereof in manner by us declared ( inthe Second Part of this 
Book, in the ſeventh Chapter of the aſſayes of Bullion and Monies) and having weigh- 
ed the ſame, he calculaterh how many of theſe peeces do make or weigh one pound, 
and he finderh ewenty two or ſixty fix peeces or thereabonts, becauſe of the uneven» 
neſle of the ſheire, which being tried, be maketh repor:t of the fineneſle accordingly?

This motion is not ſo perceptible in the maine O cean ſeas, as viſible intherivers; 

Even ſo in the ſeas oſexchanges, we are to aſcribethe 
k&r& motion of riſing and falling in the price of exchange untothe Bankers, albeit the 
operation of it be not ſo apparant in thoſe maine exchanges,as upon the bankes ofthe 
courſe of trafficke by commodities and monies (ſubjeR ro inundation)in the particu- 
lar exchanges of ſome countries,which run into the maineocean of exchanges,as a ri- 
ver or branch ofthe ſame. : . 

As this ebbing and flowing is aggravated by accidentall cauſes of raine, ſnow, and 
the like by the alteration of wearher : ſo doth the-rifing and falling of exchanges, in- 
creaſe and decreaſe by the alteration of State-affaires betweencontending Princes,ac- 
cording to the uſe of monies. Andevenastbe ſeas are girt inby Gods commande-

This Simile putterh me in mindto remember the Poeticall fition of the ſerpent of men 
Hidras with many heads, whereof one being cut off by Hercules, forthwith another did 

appeare, alluding therein co the river Nilus which had many branches, whereof the 

one being ſtopt 11 one place,cauſed another to overflow in another place, augmenti 

Hercules Labours, being therein like unskilfull Phyfitians, ( which tocure a iſeaſe) 

domany times caſt the body into a more dangerous ficknefle : whereas the learned 

Plyſitian will find aneafie cure, knowing the efficient cauſe of the diſeaſe, without 

which conceited remedies are but meere ſhifts and extremities, 

Ariſlophanus hath painted forth the agony of an aged man, altogether ſhipwracked 
by uſury, whothinking to have found out the way to be eaſed of his ſlavery, did pro- 
pound unto Socrates this demand, That if he ſhould (by the inchantment of a witch of 
Theſſalia) ferch the Moone out of heaven, and bring it away, and afterwards iticloſe it 
in acaſ(c of glaſſe,and ſo keep, as if he would keepa fly in a boxe : Socrates demanding, 
what good that would do him 2 He anſwered,it the Moon do never riſe againe, I being 
conſtrained to pry mony by the new Moon ſhall be freed from thar le. A ſtrange 
ſhift that this poore man was driven unto ( apprehending a ſhadow for areaſon) to 
pluck by violence the Moone out of heaven for his help, for in truth the witch did 
her beſt, and began to charme the Moon, which when the uſnrer underſtood, did pur 
him in ſ:ch a pelting chafe as was wonderfull to behold, for accuſing this'/poore man 
of c:111:1rment.

L Ks hy, 
The moſt ancient foundation of Merchants and Merchandizing within this K;n, 
dome, both for trade and government, bad by continuance of time before King gow, 
the third did obtaine the name of Staple; the commodities of the realme,as Wook, 
Leather, Woolfels,Lead, Tin, Butter, Cheeſe,Cloaths,and o:her Commod ities; were 
called Staple Merchandize. The Ports, from whence the ſaid Commadities we, 
to'betranſported,were called Staple Ports, as London, Weliminſter, Hull, Boyſicn, 
Briſtol, Southampton, New-caſtle, and other, places, The places of reſidence of the 
Merchants, both within this land and beyond the ſeas,/ were called the Sta ples. The 
Laws and Ordinances made by the ſaid Merchants were called Staple Laws, Under 
their Government(confiſting of a Mator,two Conftables,and other officers ) haththe 
Trade of this Kingdome time out of mind flourſſhed, tothe greatenriching of the 
Kings and Kingdomes : and it bath been ſupportedand aſſiſted by the wiſdome of the 
State in all ages,as may appeareby the ſeverall As of Parliament made for thar Þdy- 
poſe in the times of Hew.the third, Ea.the third, R:cb. the ſecond, Hen,rhe fourth; tity, 
the fifth, Hewry the ſixth,and King Henry the ſeventh. Sorhat comprehending the Mer. 
chants Adventurers Society with them, which began in the ſaid timeof King Heary 
the ſeventh(it is above 400 yeares ſtanding, that the Society hath been, as we have ti6- 
ted. For by the providence of all thole Princes, the Staple trade was from timeto 
time eſtabliſhed,and eſpecially by King Edw-the third,in whoſe m__ a great runiber 
of memorable Laws were made for the purpoſe, appointing the ſaid officers and their * 
fees, to prevent extortion 3 and all the Kings ſubjefts that would bring their goodsto 
the ſtaple and trade,according tothe Laws and Ordinances thereof, were admitredty 
be Merchants.

T wo perſons to mare an Exchange, 


RG a parcell of money may be done by Exchange between two perſons : Firſt, 
The drawer,and fecondly,the party on whom it is drawn; The Drawer he makes a 
Bill of Exchange payable to himſelfe,or order forthe value in himſelfe,and ſubſcribes 
the Bill, and direQs it tothe party that owerh him money, and is to pay it by Ex- 
change, by which Bill (when the party on whom it is drawn hath accepted it ) he be. 
commerh debtor to the drawer,and he beforethe Bill fals dne, doth negotiate the par- 
cell with an other man, and fo draws in the money at the place where he liveth, and 
makes only an Afſignment on the Bill, payable ro him of whom he hath received the 


_ value. The uſefulneſle of framing Bils. of Exchange after theſe ſeverall formes be- 


fore mentioned will be found out according as each mans occaſion ſhall preſent in his 
trade and commerce by Exchange, which is fo neceflary, as that there is ſcarcea Mer- 
chant but at ſome time or other, one way or other, doth either receive or pay monies 
by Billof Exchange. 

All theſe manner of Exchanges before mentioned are tearmed Real! Exchange, be- 
cauſe it is a thing really done, and the money really exchanged from one placeto an- 
other.

There are other Exchanges of monies, fo called (but unproperly ) as dry Ex- 
change, feigned or imaginary Exchange, and ſmall or petty Exchange. | 


Dry Exchange. 


JD Exchange, is, when I, having occaſion of monies, deſire a Banker to lend me 
too atjintereſt for a certain time,the Banker unwilling to deliver at intereſt of-

But theſe three laſt mentioned kinds of Exchanges I intend not toinfiſt upon in 
this enſuing Treatiſe, in regard they are not ſo commendable as the Reall Exchange, 


nor ({ as I conceive) much praRiſed in theſe parts.

Company at Delft, then there was a price currant of Exchange from London to 
Delft : But the Company removing from Delft to Roterdam, where they are at pre- 
ſent, there is now no price currant of Exchange from London to Delft,but from Lon- 


don to Roterdam. 


V pon what the Exchanee is valued. 


No moſt Countries uſing ſeverall kinds of monies, different in value ore from 
another,the Exchange is valued or rated upon ſome one certaine, moſt conſidera- 

ble ſpecies or ſort of money for each Country or Town,as followeth 3 
Theexchange of monies from London to Antwerp, Amſterdam, Middleborough, 
Lile, and Roterdam, is uſually accounted and valued on the pound ſterling of 20f 
Engliſh money, that is to ſay, to pay after the rate of ſo many ſhillings,and ſo many 
pence Flemiſh money tor every pound ſterling; The exchange from London to Ham- 
borough is on the pound ſterling to pay fo many ſhillings, and ſo many pence Ham- 
borough money per pound ſterling, which differcth ſomething from the Flemiſh mo- 
ney; The Exchange from London for Paris and Roan is valued on the French

Receive your Money before you pert with yoar Bill,by Aſiignment ro 
receive the money elſewhere, 


VVtn a Bill of Exchange is due, and the party to whom it is payable, or his 
ſervant comes for the money to the party who hath accepted the Bill, and 
ought to pay the ſame, demanding payment thereof, and he writes hima note togo to 
a Goldſmith,or to ſuch a place to ſuch a man, and there orders the money tobe paid; 
Or that be gives him another Bill of Exchange due upon another man, and fets his 
name.on the back- ſide thereof, leaving ſome ſpace above his name to make a receit for 
the money,as is uſuall ſoto do, I would adviſe the party, who is to receive the money, 
to keep his Bill (I mean the firſt mentioned Bill of Exchange)in his cuſtody,untill he 
have received his money by afſignment,as above,and then he may either leave his Bill 
with the Goldſmith,or party ot whom he hath received the money,or elſe he may car. 
ry the Bill back tothe party which gave him the Note, or other bill ofexchange to re- 
ceive the money bygaccording as he ſhall order him : But I ſhould not adviſe to parr 
with the firſt mentioned bill,andto give it uptothe party on whom it is drawn, upon 
the receit of his note or other bill of exchange for the money,unrill ſuchtime as be be 
aQually poſſeſſed of his money.

And if the Accepror, or party on whom my Bill is drawn, in this caſe ofafſignmene,

man, and plaies the knave and abſents himaſelfe ; Cannot this other man ſue me for 
the money on my accepted bill ? I anſwer, hecan, and therefore it is good to know 
the party to whom I give ſuch a Note, and mention in my Note that upon payment 
of the money the Goldſmith, &c. do take up my Bill of Exchange with that Note. 
But now if he give me another bill of exchange to receive my money by, and I gota 
the party to whom jt is direed,and he do not preſently pay me, ( it being the third 
day after the bill is due) I ought preſently the ſame day, and in convenient time ofthe 
day, to carry back the bill rothe party of whom I received it, that ſo he may cauſe 
the ſame to be proteſted for non-payment if he pleaſe, and may not be any waies pre-

Tz happeneth often in forreine Bils of Exchange,thar they come payable either to 
the ſame party thar did deliver the 7alne, or to his order : Or elſe to ſome other 
body living beyond the ſeas, who uſually doth fend rhe firſt Bill of Exchange to fome 
friend of hs here in London, only to get accepted, and then to returne it him againe, 
that ſo, being accepted, he may the better negotiate the ſame Bilf of Exchange again, 
andrake in the value thereof, and make an Afﬀfignment for the ſame, either on the ac- 
cepted B i1t,or on the other Bill of the ſame tenor, not — according as occafi. 
on ſhall be 3 Now, if att Aﬀfigntment do come on the fecond Bill, payable to another 
perſon, withottt order where to take up the firſt accepted Bill; this fecond Bill being 
preſented to the party on whom it is drawn, to be accepted, he doth deny acceptance 
thereof, alfedging that be hath already accepred the firſt Bill, bur he doth not know 
rowhom,or in whoſe hands the ſame firſt accepred Bill doth remaine - and thereupon 
the party which hath the ſecond Bill, wanting acceptance thereof, doth cauſe proreſt 
to be made for non-acceptance; for ptevention whereof, and char cach party may re- 
ceive all due content as is fitting, I would adviſe all Merchants that have ſuch Bilsof 
Exchange prefented tinrothetn to be accepted, tonote down in their Books the name 
of the party by whom the ſaid Bill is pteſented unrothem robe accepred,and his place 
of abode,thar fo, if in caſe the ſecond Bill be alſo preſented unto them by anorher par- 
ty to be accepted, the party on whom it is drawn, and who hath already'accepted the 
firſt Bill, may give anſwer tohim{who ſhall preſent the ſecond Bill to be accepred,and 
acquaint him'to whotn he hath already accepted the firſt Bill, and where he liveth, that 
ſb the ſatnic ttiay appeate to be real}, and remove ſcruples or doubts which otherwiſe 
may atiſe therein; rhis I conceive is not yet generally. praQiſed and obſerved by all 
Mercharts trading in Exchange, becauſe not commonly known; 'but it is Merchant- 
like,and I have ſeen it praRiſed by ſonie Merchants here in London, -and I perſwade 
my ſelfe it will willingly be imbraced by all thoſe that meane honeſtly and indeavour 
after plaine dealing, which cannot but redound totheir credit, 


Keep Copies of Bils ſent to $tt attepred, 


| A S it is commendable (and for the avoiding of doubts, which otherwiſe may be 
occaſioned ) for the party on whom any Bill is drawn, totake notice where the 

patty liveth that preſents him the Bill to be accepted, which may be eaſily done, as 
I have hetetofore ſhewed : So on the bther ſide, when ſuch Bils of Exchange are ſent 
unto any one to get accepted, I do adviſe the party trowhom they are ſent, upon re- 
ceir of his Letter with the Bils of Exchange, preſently to rake a Copy of rhe Bils 
verbatim iti a book which he may keep Daepolaly for ſuch occaſion, eſperiallyto 
write dowti the narnes of the ſeverall parties on whom they are drawn, or to whom 
rhey are diteQed, before ever he go about roget then accepted 3 I confeſle it is a lit- 
tle paines,and may ſeern ar firſt hearing uſeleſſe, but if marurely confidered, the be- 
refit will countervaile the labour; for by keeping Copies of all Bils of Exchange 
that do cothe to my hands,I can alwaies ſee whoare uſuall Drawers and Deliverers of 
money by exchange m thoſe places from wheniee the Bils do corte, and if the Bils 
come fro France or Italy, I cankrivw how the Bxchange yerit then at thoſe places 3 
But eſpecially, if the Bils are ſent the only ro get accepted, and then to returne them, 
this Copying of the Bils of Exchange verbatim it abook, before you-ferid ot deliver 
them out to the ſeverall parties to whotn they are direftedro be accepted, is very uſes 
full, thereby ro remember where, atid to whontyouare tocall for your Bils againe, 
and to ſee what Bils you want which yon have delivered our to beaccepred, for other- 
wife you tay Chance to forget (when the ils are'ourof yout hands ) ro whom they 
were delivered to be accepted, -and4To be put to2 tton-phus when you are toreturne 
your

your friend an anſwer,and to give him an Account of all thoſe Bils which be ſent you 
to get accepted, eſpecially it you have many Bils ſent you at one time3 It bappened 
once(as I have heard) Thar a Merchant had 7.or 8. Bils of Exchange at one time fent

himto get accepted, and ke accordingly did deliver them ont tothe leverall parties on 


whom they were drawn to be accepted,but when he was to write his friend an anſwer, 
and returnthe Bils which were ſent unto him,he did miſle one of them,and could nor 
ina good while remember with whom he left ir, or towhom it was ſent tobe accep- 
ted, becauſe he had not kept any particular notice thereof, which put him to ſome 
trouble to recolle& himſelfe, -and to ſtudy where he had been, and with whom he had 
ſpoken, and what he had done from time to time, from the time he received the 
Letter with the Bils of Exchange untill that inſtant, and art lengrh he did call to mind 
the name of the party on whom the miſſing Bill was drawn, -and fo ſent to him, and 
had the z ill of Exchange accepred; but before he could remember the party he was 
in much perplexity, whereas if he had kept Copies of the Bils, or a breviate or 
Note of the places,dates,ſums,times of payment,drawer, and patty to whom direQted, 
ſuch perplexity of mind might have been prevented. 


Make the dire@ion of Bils on the inſide. 


i) He Dire&ion of Bils of Exchange is made by the Iralians and Dutch uſually 
L on the backfideof the Bill, and the Engliſh in their Outland Bils do ( for the 
moſt part) write after their Copy, but the French do ordinarily write the DireRion 
of their Bils of Exchange in the inſide of the Bill beneath on the left hand thereof, 
and,for my part, I conceive it more convenient to write the DireRion of Bils of Ex- 
change under the Bils on the left hand, according to the cuſtome of the French, and of 


- our Engliſh Inland Bils, than on the middle on the back fide, as Italians and Dutch do 


uſe to doz for the paper being bur little on which a ill of Excbange is uſually made, 
if the Direion be ongbe backſide, there remaineth ſmall place to write Aſſhgnments 
upon, and a receit for the money when paid whereas if the DireQion be written on 
the inſide of the Bill all the outfide of the Bill may ſerve to writethe Aſſignments, 
(which many times, eſpecially, in outland Bils, are three or foure upon a Bill) and 
the receit for the money when it ſhall be paid, the ſpare place onthe inſide of the Bill 
ſerving only to write the Acceptance. | 


Whether a man is bound to preſent his Bill to be accepted. 


T Here are ſome which hold an opinion, that a man having a Bill made payable 
unto him, is not bound to getit accepted, or to proteſt for non-acceptance,. but 
that he may keep the Bill by him, and never preſent it to the party on whom it is 
drawn untill the Bill bedue : and that it reſts at his pleaſure. as arbitrary whether-he 
pleaſe to endeavour to get acceptance of the Bill ſo ſoon as.it comes to his hands or 
not ? Tothis 1 ſxy, That according to the cuſtome of Merchants here in England, if 
I have a Bill of Exchange ſent untome, I oughr forthwith, upon receit thereof, or ſo 
ſoon as conveniently I can, to preſent the ſame to the party onwhom it is drawn, or 
leave notice thereof at his dwelling houſe or place of abode, and demand acceptance 
of the Bill, to payat the time therein limited, that ſo the party on whom it is drawn 
may take notice thereof, and order his buſineſle accordingly ; True will they ay, if a 
Bill be ſent me to receive the money for another mans Account, and I to whom the 
Bill is ſent am butas a FaQor or Agent for the. party who delivered the value, thea 
indeed I am to uſe my diligence to get the Bill accepted, and to give bim advice 
thereof withthe firſt, becauſe I am bur as a ſervant for another man, and reaſon.tea- 
ch:th that I muſt follow his order, and uſe all lawfull endeavour for his ſecurity 3 but 
what if the monies which aredelivered by Exchange are my own mopies,and the De- 
liverer be my FaQtor or ſervant, and the bill be payable tome; In this caſe may not 
I chooſe whether I will demand acceptance of the bill, and upon refuſall proteſt for 
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non-acceptance, Or keep the bill by me, and never preſent it tothe patty on whotn it 
is drawn,untill the Bill fall due,and thengo and demand the money, ard if the money 
be not paid, proteſt only for non-payment, and upon that proteſt recover npon the 
Drawer as well as if 1 had proteſted for non-acceprance, and ſent ir back to my Fa« 
Qor or Setvant ? Truly,in-this caſe there ſeemerh to be more reaſon, why it ſhould be 
arbitrary in me to get acceptance, or not uſe endeavour to get acceptance of the Bill 
of Exchange, becauſe the monies which weredelivered are mine own monies, and the 
accepting of the bill is buras another ſtring tothe bow ; but if we examine the bu- 
fineſſe a little further,neirber in this caſe will it be found arbitrary in meto endeavour 
acceptatice or not5 for admit the monies remitted are mine own, yer I muſt receive 
it in a legall way, I cannot receive my money'df the party on whom the bill is drawn 
before it be due,neither can I without diſcharging the drawer contra with the party 
on whom it is drawn for a longer time than is mentioned in the bill : fo that alrhough 
it be mine own monies which are remitted, yet I amttied to follow the cuſtome of 
Merchants, and I muſt not prejudice neither the Drawer,nor the party on whom it is 
drawn, nor mine own fervant or faQor the deliverer. Now if the billis drawn at 
double nſance, and I keep it by mmewithour preſenting it untill it fall due, the Draw. 
er in all that while, not having any advice whether it be accepted or nor, may ſvffer 
much damage in reference to the party on whont it was drawn, ſappoling him ro have 


—— 


accepted the bilt: Or on the other fide, the parry on whom the Bt!l is drawn may ſuf- - 


fer in his credit or efteeme with the Drawer, who is held in doubt whether the bill be 
accepted or not, and ſo whether probably it will be paid orfor atthe rimez and 
the Deliverer {though only a faRtor or ſervant y muſt have advice whether the parcell 
be accepted or not, to governe himſelfe accordingly, anddoubtleffe will be glad to 
heare the. parcels which he remitteth are accepred, and be troubled at the contrary 3 
wherefore although the monies are remitred me for mine own Account, yet becauſe 
the Bill of Exchange doth concerne other men as well as my ſelfe, therefore 1 ought 
ro have reſpe& unto them alſo, andto follow the uſuall courſe of exchange, which 
is to endeavour to procure acceptation of bils of exchange, as well as payment ; 
and indeed,in the very Letter of advice, which is ſent by the Deliverer of the money 
( be he ſervant, faQor or principall )rothe party to whom the bik are made payable, 
it is uſually expreſſed in theſe or the like words 3 Sir, here incloſed I do fend you 
foure Bilsof Exchange for 500 £.visz,

Ditto 100 ® per Ives Dat do.uſo.1o daies on Gregory N,

vice, Now certainly all Merchants are bound to follow order, and conſequetely to 
endeavour the acceptance of all bils of exchange in the like kind {ent unto them, or 
elſe they breake the order of the party which ſends the Bils. 


Whether the acceptor is freed by, proteſting. 


' A Billof Exchange which is accepted, and at the time not punRually paid, there 

are other ſome that thinke, if they ſhould caule a preteſt ro be made on ſack 
a Bill for —_— that they by proteſting ſhould free the party who h:th ac- 
cepted the Bill of Exchange, and that they do reſerve their right only againſt the 
drawer ofthe bill to recover upon him by vertue of the proteſt 3 To this I ſay, It is 
true,by proteſting the drawer is liable to make fatisfaQion, but the party which ac- 
cepred the bill is to far thereby ( I meane by proteſting for want of preſent payment) 
from being freed, as that he is thereby made more liable, or at leaft liable to pay more 


than he was before the proteſt was made 3 for then he was only liab'e for the juſt for 


mentioned in the bill, but now after proteſt is made for non-payment, he is lia- 
ble alſoto payall coſts, dammages, and —_— &c, which the party proteſting 


doth 
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doth by bis proteG expreſly declare,he doth intend to recover of the Acceptor in uſu- 


all manner ; and indeed,a proteſt for non- payment ought uſually to precede an aRi- 


on at Law: For by the proteſt is proved detanlt of payment of the money at the time 
limited in the bill,and fo the acceptor becomes liablecoan ARion of the caſe, and ſo 
ſoon as ever proteſt hath been made for non-payment, the party accepting may be 
arreſted thereupon,which before he could not ſo legally have been. 


| Times of payment, andin what ſpecies. 
Þ\*vy Country hath its uſance, or accuſtomed time for payment of monies by 
Bils of Exchange from one placeto another : As for inſtance z from London to 
Antwerp, Amſterdam, Middleborough, Roterdam, Lile, Rouen, and Paris,uſance is 
one month after the date of the Bill, and ſolikewiſe from thoſe parts to London 
uſance is one month after date,double uſance is two months,8&c. And between Ham- 
borough and London monies are uſually delivered at two months, and in the Bils of 
Exchange for Hamborough they do pſually exprefle double uſance, when they intend 
only two months. From Venice and other parts of Italy tro Amſterdam, &c, and 
from thence to Italy uſance is two months 3 from Venice, 8c. to London uſance is 
three months, and at Lions and ſome other places they do uſually make their monies 
ayable at certaine Marts or Fairesz And here in England at ſo many daies fighr, 
each place obſerving its accuſtomed manner 3 and in ſome places likewiſe they con- 
traR for what ſort of money to pay,cither currant money in banke, or out of banke, 
which is ſometimes 1, 1 4 or 2 or more per Cent. differencez This is very expedient 
to be known, to the end that he which doth deliver his money by exchange for any 
place, may not be deceived in his expeAation, as well concerning the time, as for the 
quality of the money which is to be paid in exchange for the money which he de- 
livereth., 


| Danger in making Bils payable tothe Bearer, 

Ever make your Bils of Exchange payable to ſuch an one (naming his name ) or 

tothe bearer hereof, which is very dangerous 3 but alwaies make your Bils pay- 
ablc to ſuch an one, or his order, or his Aſſignes, or the like: For a bill which ſhall be 
made payable to Robert WF. or the Bearer hereof, may chance to miſcarry, orcome to 
a wrong mans hands, and he may go and receivethe money upon ſuch a bill, and the 
party to whom of right it ought to be paid never the wiſer, I meane, not know of it, 
and he that paid it will produce the Bill it ſelfe for his warrant to pay it to whomſo- 
ever ſhould bring it : ſo you may chance robe defeated of your monies, and it may be 
your friend on whom youdrew the bill be ſuſpeRed by you to have bad a hand in the 
buſineſſe,though it may be, he never bad any fuchthought, bur paid it really to the 
party that brought the bill, not knowing him, or never enquiring where he dwelt, or 
what he was; and it you will needs have your friend beare ſome blame for paying the 
monies in that manner, you muſt beare the greater blame, and thank your ſelfe for gi- 
ving ſuch an order; for he hath performed your order, and ſo you can have nothi 
againſt him, unleſle you can prove a fraud in him ; But to prevent all ſuch ſuſpicion, 
alwaies make your bils payable to a certaine man by name.

QUchiis the excellericy of a Bill of Exchange, that according to the Law of Met- 

cbants, there is never any witneſles required to be preſent to ſee the Drawer or 
patty, that doth underwrite the Bill, . ſubſcribe his name thereunto, or to be preſent 
when the party on whom it is drawn doth underwrite his acceptance thereot 3 for it 
is ſuppoſed, that thofe which deale by exchange are men of Credit, whom it doth as 
much concerre ( in. reference totheir Credit ) of their own accord to acknowledge 
their ſubſcriptions, and takecare the bils be punQually paid and diſcharged, as it 
doththe deliverer and party towhom it is payable to look after their money and de- 
mand payment at the time : And if it ſhould otherwite happen, that the drawer or 
accepter ſhould preſume to deny their ſubſcription, it may be eaſily proved againſt 
them by their Letters,in comparing the one with the other, and by the conſequences 
of the drafts, and books of account, and by divers other circumſtances, which caſe 
doth ſeldome or never fall out, I meane, for a man to deny his hand toa bill of Ex- 
change 3 becauſe it ſtrikes at his credit, and is ſo poore a ſhifc, as that he can hardly 
find any wooll tocover it ; and if he ſhould be ſo unadviſed as to ſtand it out, and it 
be proved againſt him, ( beſides other damages) he will loſe his credit amongſt Mer- 
chants for ever: andthen thotigh he may know them, yet they will not know him fur+ 
. ther than they know his money. |

requeſt him to accept rhe ſame; if he refuſe ro accept ir, you may preſently cauſe a 
proteſt to be made for non-acceptance,and ſend it away with the next conveyance: for 
(according to the cuſtome of Merchants in London ) there is not ary three daies re- 
ſpiteto be allowed for acceptance before you can proteſt, but ſo ſoone as the bill hath 
been preſented and acceptance refuſed, preſently you may proteſt the very ſame 
day.

Bur if the party, to whom the Bill of Exchange is direQed, bea Merchant well 
known unto you, and when the bill is preſented him to accepr, he ſhall defire 
time to conſider on it,and fo ſhall entreat youto leave the Bill of Exchange with him, 
and to come to himthe next day, (provided the poſt do not go away inthe interim » 
and that then he wiltgive you an anſwer whether he will accept it or not ; berein be 
doth demand nothing of you but what is uſually allowed between Merchants known 
one to another: For according to cuſtome of Merchants, the party on whomthe bill is 
drawn may have foure and twenty houres time to conſider, wherher he will acce

of the money here in England, and reduce them toour Engliſh money : and then

The Deliverer is Moſter. 


For you are to take notice, That the party which firſt delivered the money onthe 
Bill of Exchange (if the monies which hedelivered were for his own proper Ac- 


count) is rightly and properly Maſter thereof untill the bill fals due 3 and he can, or 


may prohibite the party to whom it is direed not to Pay the ſame at the time unto 
him to whom the bill is firſt made payable, ( ſuppoſing him to be a FaQor for the 
Deliverer ) although the party on whom the bill 1s drawn have already accepted the . 
bill, which prohibition is called a Countermand, and ought to bedone in due forme, 
and but upon ſpeciall ſure-ground, becauſe it ſtrikes at the Credit of the party ta 
whom the bill was made payable : As for example, ifthe Maſter or principall Deli 
verer of the money do make over monies by exchange payable to his Servant or Fa- 
Ror, and do afterwards heare by certaine advice given him that his ſaid Servant or. 
FaRor doth take ill courſes, whereby the monies and effe&s which he hath inhis 
hands,or which may come to his hands for account of the principall Deliverer, may 
be in danger of being miſpent or waſted ; then & in ſuch caſe the principall may ſend .

drawer of the bill, was failed of his Credit, and therefore the Acceptor would ( it he 
could) un-accept the bill,or make void his acceptance thereof, and detired me to ad- 
vide him how he ought todo it ; Towhom I made anſwer merrily, Sir, pray goto the 
party that hath your gas ptr bill, and tell him as much as you have told me, (if he 
know it not already ) and if he wall give you leave to cancell your acceptarice of the 
bill, (which he eughc.not todo ) then you may be free from your engagement, but 
for my part I know no other way, tor if you cannot recall your word in ſuch cale, 
much leſſe can you make yoid your deed without mutuall conſent; for the truth is, a 
Bill of Exchange wy. depart acceptance cannot be recalled, but the ac- 
ceptor ſtands liable to the paiment and muſt make it good if he be able.

/ mans Wife,or Friend,or Servant cannot accept a Bill of Exchange for him, in 
his abſence, withoutjſufficient authority from him by a Letter of Atturney un- 
der his hand and ſeale, delivered in the preſence of ſufficient witnefle tor the doing 
thereof 3 a mans word, ( as if he ſhould fay to his Wife, Friend, or Servant, if any 
Bils ot Exchavge ſhall come drawn on me in my abſence, accept them for me) is not 
ſufficient, neither will a bare Letter ſerve, written to his Wile, Friend, or Servant; 
but thgre muſt be hand and ſeale, and witneſſes, which (if occaſion be) may prove his 
legall conſent to ſuch acceptance : For indeed,it is againſt reaſon that any man ſhould 
be bound ro the payment of any ſum of money without valuable conſideration, or 
withont his own free conſent 3 Ir is true, if the Wife or Servant have formerly ac- 
cepted ſeveral! Bils of Exchange in the like kind, and when the party on whom they 
were drawn hath come to town, he hath approved thereof,and paid the bils at the time, 
and ſathe Wife, or Servant are wont to do from time totime, and that this can be 
proved, I conceive it will come very cloſe to him z but we hold a legall order for ac- 
ceptance ought to be granted by Letter of Atturney under hand and ſeale, as I have 
already ſhewed.

be due: You muſt then preſently upon ſuch report cauſe demand robe made by a 
Notary for better ſecurity, and indefault thereof, cauſe proteſt ro be made for want 
of better ſecurity, and ſend away that proteſiby the very next Poſt, rhat ſo upon re- 
ceit thereof by your friend which ſent you the Bill, be may procure ſecuritie tobe

F at any time you have occaſion to cauſe proteſt to be made on any Bill of Ex- 

change,cither for non acceptance,better ſecurity, or for want of payment, alwaies 
be ſure to cauſe proteſt robe made in the day time, that is to ſay, between ſun riſing 
and ſun ſetting, but tary not untill the laſt houre,if you may do otherwiſez and when 
I ſay between ſun and ſun, my meaniog is, in the day time, or time of commerce and 
publike trade, when, and during the time that ſhops are generallie open, for one ſwal- 
low doth not make a ſummer; For it may be in ſummer time in London ſome men do 
open ſhops by foure or five of the clock in the morning, but generally not untill fix 
or ſeven, and ſomedo ſhuc vp not untill nine or ten, bur generally at ſeven or eight of 
the clock : ou apaine, in winter happily ſcme may open about fix or ſeven of the 
clock inthe morning, and ſhut up not untill nine or ten, when as generally they open 
about eight, and (hut up abour foure or five of the clock at evening : Sothatas a Bill 


of Exchange is of great concernment to Merchants in trade, and a proteſt upon any 


of rhcit Bils may prove totheir great diſcredit 3 ſo likewiſe it istherefore provided 
by the Law and cuſtome of Merchants, thar not any proteſt upon any of their Bils of 
exchange ought to be made againſt them out of ſealon,or at an unſeaſonable time,when 
men generally ceaſe rouſe publike commerce and trade; for there is a time of reſt 
as well as a time of labour, a time for devotion as well as a time of negotiation, a 
time for private imployment, as well as for publike concernment. If Iſhould go 
abont ten of rhe clock at nightto a Merchant to buy a parcell of Taffaties, would 


ot be ready to excuſe the ſhewing of them at ſuch an unſeaſonable houre, and deſire 


me rathcr to come the next morning about nine of the clock, and that then I ſhould 
ſee them, and in ſo anſwering me, whereindoth he deſerve blame, may not he for all 
that continue to be a Merchant of good repute > Becauſe he will not ſhew his goods 
at ſuch an unſeaſonable houre, can any therefore conclude that he hath not any goods 
to ſell 2 Ought not I rather to be blamed-to give diſturbance ro him at ſuch an houre 
of the night ? I could ſay much in this particular; but as I deſire not to give advan- 
zage to any ill-affeced to forbeare payment of monies due by Bill of Exchange, 
whenſoeverthe ſame is juſtly and rightly demanded, fo I dare nor conclude a proreſt 
to be legally made at any houre of the night, or at an unſeaſonable time 3 You cannot 
erre in cauſing proteſt to be made (if occafion be) on a working day betore noone, or 
after noone, inthe time that men do generally uſe and exercife commerce and trade,as 

v0 as in paying and receiving of monies : And 
therefore to prevent all objetions which may be made againſt the legalitieofthe 
proteſt, I would adviſe every one that hath occaſion to caule proteſtto be made for 
non-payment to play above board, and to let their proteſt be made at convenient 
time,as is before declared; for you are not bound not to proteſt untill the laſt houre 
of the thirdday after the Bill is due,but youare bound by the Law of Merchants, uſed

the party on whom it is drawn and therefore the uſuall cuſtome 1s, in this caſe, thas, 
the drawer or indorſer having received the value, muſt procure anable man, ſome 
friend of his, to underwrite the proteſt,which is come, for not acceptance,or for want 
of betrer ſecurity, uſing rheſeor the like words : I here under-written, do bind my 
ſelfe as principall,according to the cuſtome of Merchants,f0r the ſum of money men.

Proteſt for non-payment returned, 


Bu: if a proteſt be returned for want of payment, and if you have bad ſecurity al. 
ready given you onthe proteſt for non-acceprance, or for want of better ſecurity, 
then upon receit of your proteft for non-payment you may only acquaint the drawer 
( or party that took up the money ) therewith, and tarry out the fame proportion of 
time at which the Bill was made payable, to be accounted from the time it fell due, 
before you demand your principall money with the rechange and charges of the party 
that d:ew the Bill, or of his ſurety, Who, according to the Law of Merchants, are 
bound joynly and ſeverally to repay the ſame upon the proteſt for non-payment : 
bur if rhe Bill was accepted,and the acceptor not failed, ſorhat there was not any pro- 
teſt made untill the Bill fell due, and then there comes a proteſt for want of payment: 
Inthis caſe you muſt take ſecuritie upon that proteſt for non-payment, as is direted 
here before upon the protelt for non-acceptance, except the drawer do preſently pay 
down the money, and intereſt, and charge, accrewing from the day it fell due untill 
that very day of ſhewing him the proteſt fornon- payment, and that you doconſent 
thereunto, for otherwiſe, in caſe a Bill be proteſted for non-payment, and the pro-

[| F a Bill of Exchange be leſt with a manto be accepted, and he happen to have loſt 
I the Bill,or that it be mis-delivered, that is to {ay, delivered by him, or any of his 
ſervants, or by bis meanes, to a wrong party 3 Or, it in any caſe the party which left 
the bill ro be accepted cannot have his Bill of Exchange re-delivered unto him,accep- 
ted,or not accepred, according to cuſtome of Merchancs : In this caſe the party that 
loſt the bi!i, nzmely, heon whom it is drawn, or through whoſe meanes it is miſde. 
livered, ( it he intended toaccept the bill, or if be had accepted it ) muſt give a Note 
under his hand and ſeale for the payment of the money mentioned in the Bill, to the 
party to whom it was made payable, or to his Aſignes at the time limited in the BilL 
I ſay, to pay the money uponthe ſecond Bill, if it ſhall come ro hand within the time, 
Or elſe in default therof he muſt bind himſelfe to pay rhe money upon that Note at 
the ſame time; for it is but juſt and reaſonable, that he which hath loſt my ſpecialty, 
or Bill of Exchange, ſhould make it me good by ſome cher meanes equivalent there- 
unto : Bur in caſe the party that thus loſt the Bill doe refulc topgive ſuch a note under 
his hand and ſealc,then he which preſented him the Bill to be accepted,or that leſt the 
Bill with him, muſt preſently cauſe proteſt thereupon ro be made in due forme, and 
muſt ſerd the proteſt away by the firſt Poſt : and in like manner make demand of the 
money arthe time, though he have neither Note nor Bill of Exchange, and in default 
of payment he muſt cauſe a ſecond proteſt to be made,and ſend it away as the former, 
But incaſe there beſuch a Note made, and at or before the time limited for payment 
thereof the ſecond Bill of Exchange ſhall not be come to hand, you muſt go to re- 
ceive the money upon that Note according to the contents thereof, and indefault of 
payment you muſt cauſe proteſt ro be made upon that Note for non-payment, as if 
you had the accepted bill,or that the ſecond bill were come to hand, but not paid at the 
time, . 


Bill endorſed in Blanke, 


T E a bill of Exchange be made payable to one beyond the ſeas, or to one within- 

land in the Country, and he ſubſcribe only his name on the backſide thereof, lea- 
ving an empty place above his name, and do fo ſend it to a Merchant, or friend of his, 
to get it accepted, and to receive the money at the time therein limited of the party 
on whom the bill is drawn, (as it is ufuall ſo todo, ) the ſame is ſufficient warrant for 
the party towhom the bill is ſent to get it accepted, and to receive the money accor- 
dingly: And in this caſe when the party tvat hath the bill ſhall go for the money when 
the bill is due, he may cither receive the money himlſelfe, or ſend his man for it; if 
he go himſe!fe, he may either write an aſhgnment in the empty place above the name 
on the backſide of the bill,and ſo make it payableto himſelfe, and then when he ſhall 
have received the money, he muſt make a receic for the ſame underneath the aſſign- 
ment in his own name in ordinary manner for ſo much money received ; Or elſe he 
may forbeare making an affignment inthe empty place to himſelf,and inſtead thereof 
he may inthe ſame empty place above the name make a receit,as if the mony had been

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Accept for Account of Drawer. 


F a Bill of Exchange be ſubſcribed or drawn by ALraham F.on Benjamin G.for the 

Account of Charles A. and it ſo happen that Benjamin G., to whom the Bill is di- 
rected,wi!l not accept the bill for account of Charles H. as it is drawn, but would wil- 
lingly accept it for the account of Abraham F.being a ſpeciall friend to Bexjawin Gon 
whom it is drawn, and fo this Benjamin G. is very unwilling to ſuffer rhe Bill togo 
back by proteſt for non-acceptance, and therefore he deſires to accept it for honour 
of the drawer, and for his account : In this cafe (according to the Law of Merchants) 
Benjamin G . may {o accept the ſame 3 but before he do accept the bill, he muſt perſo- 
nally appeare before a Notary publike and declare before him ſuch his intent, and 
the Notary muſt make an A& thereof,in due formesto be ſent away by Benjamin G.to 
Abrahams F. that fo he may have ſpeedy advice thereot 3 and the A& being entred,then 
he may accept the bill for the honour of the drawer, and for his account, And when 
the bill is due,he muſt cauſe a like A to be made tor payment, before he pay ihe bill, 
declaring that he will pay it for honour of the drawergand'for his Account, but not for 
account of Charles H. tor whoſe Account it wasdrawn 3 andthus (Beajamis G. giving 
honour totbe bill,although he do it for another account then tor which it was drawn) 
according to the cuſtome and Law of Merchants geyerally-oblerved, 4brabaw F. is 
bound to make the ſame good againe unto Bevjemin G, with exchange, re-exchange, 
and coſts; but Benjamin G. muſt be ſure to make ſuch his declaration before he do ac- 
cept the bill, or any waies engage or oblige himſelfe thereunto 3 tor otherwiſe if he 
ſhould firſt accept it,and then that it-might be lawfull for him at any time afterwards 
to alter the property thereof,and charge it for Account of the drawer at the acceptors 
Pleaſure, the drawer Abraham F. might be much prejudiced, as in reference to Charles 
H,by whoſe order (it may be) and for whoſe Aacount Abraham F.drew the ſame bill, 


Bill paid upon proteſt, 


| F a Bill of Exchange be drawn upon a Merchant, or any other here in London, and 
be refuſe to pay it, or hath not money ready to make preſent payment at the day, 
and thereupon proteſt is made for non-payment, and another Merchant or friend to 
the Drawer,having nctice thereof, doth appeare and declare before a Notary publike 
thar hewill pay it for honour of the drawer upon proteſt, and accordingly doth pay 
the ſame,and cauſe an Ad to be made thereupon, as I have ſhewed before, My advice 
is, thatthe receit which he ſhall cake for the money by him paid,be made and wricten 
under the proteſt and AQ, but not upon the originall accepted Bill of Exchange for 
divers reaſons which I could give, but eſpecially,I approve of 2 receit on the proteſt, 
and not on the bill, that ſo thereby he may ſtill keep the bill free,as not being.(atisfied 
by thoſe whom it particularly did concerne 3 only (if be will) ler the party towhom 
the Bill is payable (and to whom the money is paid ) ſubſcribe his name on the back- 
fide of the bill to a blanke,and let che proteſt and Actbe ſent and returned to the par- 
ty, for whoſe account he doth honour the bill, bu: let binzkeepthe accepted bill by 
him, ro be ready upon all occaſions againſt the Acceptor, &

Bill muſt not be paid before due, 


F a Bill of Exchange be made payable at uſance, double uſance, thirty daies ſight, 

or at any longer or ſhorter time, and when the bill ſhall be preſented to the party 
on whom it is drawn to be accepted,or at any time before the bill is due, he to whom 
it is payable ſhall deſire to have the money preſently paid him (by way of antici Pa- 
tion ) before it be due by the tenour of the Bill,and thereupon ſhall offer torebate for 
the tim2:or if rhe party to whom the ſaid bill isdire&ed,baving ſome monies by him, 
and willing to make ſome profit thereof, ſhall of his own accord offer him towhom 
it is made payable to pay him the money preſently before the time limited in the Bill 
of Exchange be expired ,in caſe he will diſcount for it,or allow him ſome confiderati- 
on forthe time ; The party which ſhall ſo pay any money upon any Bill of Exchange 
before it be due doth run in ſome danger in not obſerving order : Indeed, he ro whom 
it is payable, and which doth fo receive the ſame, is in nodanger at all by receiving 
the money before it be due, but let him beware that ſo payeth ir; for if the money or 
parcell which is remitred be really and properly belonging tothe party which delive- 
red the ſame by exchange to the ſubſcribed of the bill, and if the bill be made payable 
to a FaRor,Servant, Agent, or Friend of the deliverers, only to and for the deliverers 
uſe; and if before the bill is due, the deliverer do ſend bis Countermand { as he may 
do) not to pay the money to ſuch his FaQor, Servant, Agent, or Friend, to whom tc 
was Payable by the renour of the bill, but ro ſome other whom he (hall appoint : In 
this caſe be on whom the bill is drawn ought to be liable tothe payment thereof ac- 
cording to that Countermand, tothe party who ſhall be thereu pon ſo appointed, for 
as it is not properly in his power ( I meane in the' power of the party on whom the 
Bill is drawn) to prolong the time of payment, fo as that he may chooſe if he will 
pay the money at the time limited inthe bill, or make the party to whom it was pay- 
able to tarry any longer for his money 3 neither can that party to whom the bill is 
payable (in the caſe before mentioned) warrantably ſhorten the time limited and ap- 
pointed in the bill, or agree with the party on whom it is drawn to pay him the mo- 
ney before it be due, for the bargain is made between the deliverer and the taker, and 
reſpe& ought to be had thereunto; and although this cafe of Countermand doth 
not ordinarily and commonly happen, yet it may happen, and I have known it come 
to paſſe, and who can certainly aſſure himſelfe rhat the ſame will not befall him in 
his payment of monies on any Bill of Exchange before it be due 3 For my part, the 
advice which I deſire to give herein is ſuch as may be for the {ccurity of him that 
parts with bis money, that he may do it upon good grounds, and ſo may be warranta- 
blydifcharged, but that he cannot well be in breaking order, wherefore I ſhall never 
adviſe any to pay money on Bils of Exchange before they be due. 


Second Bill with an Aſiignment. 


| Tf a ſecond unaccepted Bill of Exchange be ſent unto you fromthe party to whom 


it is payable, with an Aﬀigoment onthe backſide thereof, ordering the payment to 

be made unto your ſelfe for the value received of your friend or faQor, preſently upon 
receit thereof you muſt preſent, or cauſe the ſame to be preſented ro the party on 
whom it is drawn, to be by him accepted ( unlefſe you have the firſt bill already ac- 
cepted ;) If the party on whom ir is a do refule to accept the ſecond bill, pre- 
tending that hehath already accepted the firſt bill to another man unknown,: or that 

hecannot name unto you 3 or if you cannot be aQually polleſſed of that firſt accep- 

red bill,, you ought upon refuſall of acceptance to cauſe proteſt to be made for non- 

acceptance of that ſecond bill; that ſo upon ſending away the proteſt, ſecurity may be 

given ro your friend or faor, that the money ſhall be paid unto you at rhe time,or at 

leaſtwiſe proteſt tobe entred 3 for, the party towhom the bill is direRed is not bound 
by your ſecond bill to the payment of the money unto you, untill he do accept of _

Bill of Exchange according to cuſtome of Merchanrs, unlefſe that he have already 
accepted the firſt bill, andthat the ſame be in your cuſtody; for although as well the 
ſabſcribed or drawerof the Bill of Exchange, as the party which doth underwrire the 
Affignment confefling che value received, and likewiſe the acceptor of the bill are 
all ot them liab!e and bound in the Bill of Exchange,yet —_— not all immediately 
bound either to the deliverer, or tothe party to whom the bill is payable, bur each 
party is bound tothe other with whom he doth more immediately correſpond, as I 
have more particularly here before declated, 


Party dead which geeepted, 


ll F the party to whom your Bill of Exchange is direQed do 2ccept the Bill,and then 
if he thall afterwards happento deceaſe and depart this life betore your bill is due, 


you mult at the appointed time of payment demand the money of his Executors, or - 


Adminiſtrators at his mortuary houſe, or laſt dwelling houſe, or place of aboad, and 
upon their refuſall or delay of payment, you muſt proteſt tor non payment, in the 
ſame manner as you would have done it the party on whom the Btll was drawn had 
Leen living,and had not paid it at chetime. 


Party dead to whoms payable, 


F the party to whom a Bill of Exchange is made payable be dead at the time when 

it fals due,and that his Execuror, or Adminiſtrator, have not yer proved the Will, 
or taken our Letters of Adminiſtration, yer neverthelefſe you muft nor omirto make 
demand ot the money at the juſt time limited in the Bill 3 And if =—_ offer ſecurity ta 
ſave harmeleſſe againſt the Executors,and Adminiſtrators ofthe fame party deceaſed, 
and that it be refuſed, you muſt proteſt for non-payment. 


Billwithout an Affignment, 


| N like manner,if you have a Bill of Exchange ſent unto you to get to be accepted, 
payable ro another man, and (rhe Bill being accepted and due) you have not an Af- 
ſignment onthe bill fromthe party ro whom ir is payable, ordering it to be paid unto 
you according to cuſtome of Merchants, you muſt make demandof rhe money upon 
that accepted bill without an Aﬀignment, and you muſt offer to give ſecurity to fave 
harmelefſe againſt the party to whom the bill is made payable, andall others : And if 
your proffer be refuſed, you muſt proteſt for non-payment.

party himſelfe,a proteſt mightbe prevented ar pleaſure : Bur it lies not inthe 
power of the party onwhom a Bill is drawn to hinder the proteſting of the bill, if 
not by him accepted and paid accordingto the tenour thereof. 


Figures and words diſagreeing, 


| Bill of Exchange, though written in few words, and contained in a ſmall piece 
| of paper, yet is of great weight and concernment in point of trade between 
Merchant and Merchant, and therefore ought to be written very plaine and legible, 
and without any blots, or mending, or altering of any word thereof, that ſo there 
may not ariſe any doubt or ſcruple in the payment thereof: And therefore it is that 
uſually Merchants do write the ſum that ts to be paid, as well in figures as in words - 
at length, as you may obſerveby the ſeverall formes of Bils of Exchange contained 
in this Treatiſe 3 And if it ſo fall out, that through unadviſednefle, or errour of the 
pen,the figures of the ſum,and the words at length of the ſum that is tobe paid upon 
any bill of Exchange do not agree together, cither that the figures do mention more, 
and the words leſſe, or that the figures do ſpecifie lefle, and the words at length more, 
in either, or in any ſuch like caſe, you ought to obſerve and follow the order of the 
words mentioned at length and not 1n figures, untill further order be had concerning 
the ſame, becauſe a man is more apt to commit an errour with his pen inwriting a 
figure than he is in writing of a word : And alſobecauſe the figures at the top of t 
bl do only, as it were, ſerve as the contents of the bill,and a breviat thereof,but the 
words at. length are in the body of the Bull of Exchange, and are the chicte and prin- 
Cipall ſubſtance thereof, whereunto ſpeciall regard ought to be had 3 And although 
it may fo fall out that the ſum mentioned in figures in the Letter of advice, and the 
ſum mentioned in figures in the Bill of Exchange do agree, yet if the ſum mentioned 
in words at length in the ſame bill do diſ2gree, you ought to follow the order men- 
tioned in words at length in che bill, and not the order in figures, for the reaſons 
before alledged. 


A name mended or interlined, 


T F it chanicethat the name of the party, towhom a Bill of Exchange is made paya- 
KL ble, be mendedoor interlined in the bill, and thar the ſame be accepted by the party 
on whom ir is drawn, (though it is an errour, and juſtly to be proved, eſpecially in 
Merchants ) which indeed ſeldomedorh happen, yet neverthelcſle the ſame cannot 
be a ſufficient excuſe for the party that hath accepted it, or any legall warrant for him 
to refuſe or deny the payment thereof at the time unto that party whoſe name is 
mended or interlined in the bill, or unto his order by his aſſignment, if the bill was 
ſo mended before it was accepted, and be made payable to him or bis Aſſignes,for he 
could not chooſe but have taken notice of the errour when he accamdad the bill, and 
ought ro have ſatisfied himſelfe therein before he accepted it, if hE'lay, it hath been 
mended or interlined fince he accepted it, he muſt prove that,

Bill payable poſitively to ſuch a man, 


B Ut if rhe Bill be made payable poſitively toſuch a man, and not to ſuch a man, or 

his Afgnes, or order, then av Afignment on the biJl will not ſerve the turne, 
but the money in the ſtriAnefle of the Letter muſt be immediately paid ro ſucha 
man in perſon,and he'muſt be known to be the ſame mar; mentioned inthe Bill of Ex- 
change, that ſo the money may not be paid to a wrong party,and lo the acceptor for- 
ced to pay it twice. And ifthe Bill be made payable poſitively ro fucha man as hath 
been ſaid, ſuch a mans name writien on the backſide of the bill in blanke, is no ſuffici- 
ent warrant for another man to no as in his name ) toreceive the money, but the 
man himſelfe, towhom rhe bill is payeb!e, muſt appeare in perſon. 


Bill without direttion. 


I | N caſe a Bill of Exchange do come without a direRion on it, that isto ſay, if it be 
10t directed to any inan,only the drawer harh ſer his name to ir, bur hath omitted 
ro dire& it tothe party on whom he intended to charge it,yer if in theLetter of advice 
to the friend ro whom rhe bill is payable, or to whom it is ſent to get accepted, the 
bill is there mentioned to have beendrawn on ſuch a man, naming a mans name; this 
friend ro whom the bill is ſent, ought to preſent the bill rorhat man, robe accepted, 
according to thar advice: And in caſe that man ſhall refuſe ro accept it,becauſe there 
1s no direQion upon the b1ll unto him, the party to whom the bill was ſent oughe to 
make proteſt for non- acceptance, tor he proteſteth againſt the drawer in not having 
taken ſufficient care that the bill might be acceptedby ſome body according to cus» 
ſtome,and the drawer 1s juſtly robearethe charges thereot for his omiffion andover- 
ſighr, rhough I cannot ſee bur if the partyro whom the bill is preſented, to be accep- 
ted, have likewiſe advice thereof,and ſufficient ground or reaſon to have accepted it, if 
the bill had had adire&k1on on it to himſelfe,he may upon ſufficient ground accept the 
bill upon that advice, although the dire&ion on the bill to him be omitted ; bur ir

þ a Bill of Exchange be made payable to one man, for the value received of another 
man, and the party on whom the bill is drawn hath accepted the bill, but at the 
time when it fals due he faileth in the payment, and hereupon proteſt is made,and by 
vertue of that proteſt the party which delivered the value doth recover fatisfaRion 
of thedrawer 3 I ſay, in this caſe the drawer is freely diſcharged againſt the party, or 
parties, to whom the ſa1d bill was made payable, either immediately in the bill, or 
mediately by aſſignment, or aſſignments, were they never ſo many onthe bill; So that 
neither he to whom the ſaid bill was firſt made payable, nor any other, ro whom the 
faid bill ſhall be aſſigned in any manner whatſoever, ought to moleſt or trouble the 
drawer, or legally, according te the Law of Merchants, can ſue or proſecutethe 
drawer, ie having already repayed the money ro the right party,whoſe receit and dif- 
charge for the ſame is a ſufficient releaſe againft all furthet trouble which may hap- 
pento be made upon him by any body whirtſoever 3 Neither can he to whom the bilt

therefore he muſt be reſponſible : Yet in reference to the party that delivered the

done,and the drawer having made refaQion tothe deliverer, the Acceptor is likewiſe

Letters of Cred; f. 


He chiefeſt meanes of correſpondency and trade between Merchant and Mere 

chant from one place or country to another, doth conſiſt, and is borne up by 
Letters miſſlive from the one to tbe other, which Letters, if not countermanded, arc 
binding,and may ſerve of ſufficient proofe accordingto the Law of Merchants in caſe 
of diſpnte 3 and therefore it is that Merchants do uſually keep Copies of their Let- 
ters which they do writeto their correſpondents, thereby to know what order they do 
give in their affaires, and whereuntothey are bound ; and theſe Letters have divers 


| and feverall appellations, though they ſerve all for advice and order, yet ſome are 


more particularly called Letters of Commiſſion, others Letters of advice, o- 
thers are called freighr- Letters, and others Letters ot Credit : Letters of Commiſſi- 
on are for buying or ſelling of goods, freighting ſhips, raking up money, or re- 
mitting money by Exchange,or the like; Letters of advice are ſuch which I write ro 
my friend, ſervant, correſpondent, or principall, adviſing themof monies drawn or 
remitred by exchange, freight-Letters are ſuch which are written upon the freighting, 
or taking to ireight any ſhip or veſſell, or any tunnage thereof, informing what tun- 
napge istaken to freight, and what freight is to be paid for the ſame, Letters of Cre- 
dit are properly fuchwhich are written to furniſh monies by exchange upon the Cre- 
dit of him that writes the Letter : Theſe Letters of Credit ( in regard they do more 
immediately concerne the credit and honour of the party which doth write the ſame, 
ſuppoſing him to be a Merchant, or Trader, whoſe chiefe and beſt ſubſiſtance is his 
Credit ) muſt needs be held of moſt concernment, and moſt binding by, or from the 
party,or parties, that do underwrite or ſubſcribe the ſame utto the party, or parties 
to whom they are dire&ed, or who are concerned therein ; Incaſe heor they ſhall 
comply therewith, becauſe thereby the Credit of him which underwrites the Letter 
is vindicated,and his honour, repute, and eſteeme much manifeſted. Now Letters of 
Credit, for the furniſhing of monies by exchange, are of ewo ſorts, the one general, 
the other ſpeciall : The generall Letter of Credit is, when I write my open Letter

ſaid Ifle,called thereupon, Lavze de drorifÞ,or Oleron, As where theskilled Ski ppers in 
that law did dwell,and had cognition of all ſuch occurrent debates and queſtions. 

Now theſe Laws of Oleron, were afterwards tranſlated into Dutchby themof is- 
6y,for the ſea uſe of the Dutch coalt. , 

And of late, our Kings of Scet/and made divers ARts in Parliament, - concerning 
ſea-faring (4.) 

As alſo the Kings of Z»g/and have done beſore (m:) for Eaward the third, by a ſo- 
lemne inquiſion of cighteen moſt famous perſons for skill in ſea-faring, affembled at 
Axintorongh from divers parts, Azz0 1375. ſet down certaine articles concerning the 
Admiralty and ſea-faring, into old French + as may be ſeen in anold parchment au- 
thentick book yet extant 3 which articles one Thomas Roveghtonof that ſame Town, 
turned afterward in Latine.,and intituled de officio admiralitatis Anglie, 

Likewiſe Fredericke the ſecond of Denmarke, in his generall convention, at Cop- 
penhaven, Arno 1561. ſets down acompend of Statutes, for ruling of his Sea-faring 
ſubjes 3 but for moſt part all one with Za roole d Olerow, 

Alſothe French King Henry the third added his new conſtitutions to theſe of Frav- 
cois, and others his predeceſſors, which are chiefly tor the authorizing of his admiral- 
ty, Juriſdition,honour and profits thereof 3 preferring the admirall and his officets 
to all other Judgeg and Juſt ices,except theſe called Royals. 

Notwithſtanding all theſe many,divers,and late Statutes and Ordinances made and 
ſet forth theſe ſixteen hundred yeares,by the Nations, People,and Princes above writ- 
ren, inthe deciſion of cauſes, and judging of ſea-faring controverſies 3 that fragment 
of the Rhodtan law, extant and Latinized by Simon Shardius, intituled by him, Zeges 
wavales Rhodiorum & ſelette Leges Rhodiorum, with-the interpretations and commen- 
tations, deviſed thereupon ;by the old Roman 1#riſconſalts inferted in the Pandet7s 3 
together with the conſtitutions made by the Roman Emperours, contained in the 


Cod, and Novels at large : as it wereby common conſent of Nations,obtaines the pre- 


rogative throughout all Exrope, as in. Great Brittaine, Germany, France,ltaly,and Spaine, 
Such is the force and authority of the Civill Roman Law, amongſt all Nations Chri-

Petri Pekkiuallo a FlemmingZealander,hath learnedly commented upon the titles 
of the Civill Law, touching the Sea-laws;z bur more buſied about the expoſition of 
words thanof the matter. Likewiſe Bewvenntw Stracca,in his large book de mercature, 
interlaceth a learned title,de nautrs, navibus & naviearionibus, but commeth not cloſe 
rothis our argument 3 for he bolds (traightly within the compaſle of the Civill Law, 
proteſting alſo his pretermiſſions and remifſions of many chiefe matters ro certaine 
DoRors, who alſo write but gbizer of the ſea-matters, and none ſpeak of the ſea-cu- 
ſtomes, which is our princip=ll argument : To the end of which book is annexed an 
balfe ſheet of paper, bearing conſil;a Roderici Snarii de #ſu mars ff Navibus wehendis ;

Tis true that Simon Shardiua, Anno 1561. promiſed this ſame compend and col- 
leQ of Sea-laws forth of all Laws ( which prelent]yhy Gods grace I intend ) but by 
death prevented, could not performe it. 

To conclude then, {ince no man, as 1 can underſtand, hath ſet his pen tothis my ar- 
gument and purpoſe, tor the due information of every fort of ſea-faring perſons in 
every order, whether Commanders, Judges, Skippers, Mariners, Merchants, Paſſen- 
gers, Fiſhers, Ferriers, Watermen, &c. concerning their ſeverall duties, priviledges 
and powers, and all manner of things pertaining or incident to ſea and ſea-farers ; I 
thought gooJ, after the inſight and deep confiderationof all the Laws and Ordinances 
aforeſaid,to meng a weak pieceot labour,which I intended many yeares ſince, intitu- 
led, The Sea-Law of Scotland; andto frame the ſame in a very harmonicall colle&ion 
of all Sea-laws. And upon the conſcience of my profeſſion of the Civill Law, ha- 
ving no employment or part inany Admiralty,to publiſb the ſame for the uſe of the 
Admiraltics, and benefit of all benevolent ſea-farers 3 and that preſently, becauſe of 
the preſent ule thereot ſo requiring the ſame, as I now cleerly perceive : that is to ſay, 
Becauſe that whereas the moſt civill, wiſe, and politick nations, have ever moſt care- 
fully diſtinguiſhed the juriſdiQion of the ſea from the juriſdiQion of the Land in all 
reſpe&s : yet neverthelefle ſome men preaſe alwaies, upon what intent I wot not, to 
confound the ſame. Andthe multitude of theſe who do acknowedge the foreſaid di-

Or that it is continually 
flowing to and fro? Surely, that lacke of folidity for man his trading thereon by 
foot, ſhall not ninder the folid poſſeſſion of it, far leſle the occupation and ac- 
quiring, if we will give to the ſea, that which the Juriſconſulrs indulgently grant 
tothe Land, which alſo cannot be denied.

THE Books neceſſary to this purpoſe are a Note or Pocket Book , a Book of the Ships Ex- 
pence Charge or disburſements of which I ſhall now ſpeak , a Book of Mariners Wages , and a 


Fraig ht Book: 


Of the Book of the Ships Disburſements. 


This Book I adviſe to be kept in folio with two or ſometimes three columnes for the converfion 
and reduRion of ſeverall Coines; out of the Note Book into this Book are to be entred {as often as 
need requires) continually page after page all common disburſetnents for the Ships uſe, which if you 
think fir may be born over from leafe to leafe, or the ſummes of theſe ſeverall tolio's may be added 
together in one page on Debitor {ide at the end of the Book as likewiſe all that the Ship hath made for 
fraight or otherwiſe there brought to account on Creditor fide , and the account ballanced up before 
the doing whereof the Mariners Wages is to be entred out of the Book of Wages , whereof we come 
next to ſpeak; but obſerve by the way that Carpenters and Caulkers work.,and bills for Proviſion, and 
furnirure being numbred or lettered, may be entred in one line in the Ships Book with reference thereto. 


Of the Book of Marmers Wages. 


This Book may be kept in folio every man having a particular account of Debitor and Creditor with 
an Alphabet or Calendar at the end of the ſame ſhewing in what folio his account is ſo placed(both pa- 
ges being accounted but one folio) wherein he is ro be made Debitor for all paid or lent him (or for 
dead mens goods if he buyes any) and Creditor by the Ship for as much time and Salary as he ſerved 
for, ballancing with him every pay day, he ſubſcribing his name as a reccipt and for the ſatisfaRtion of 
the Owners, and when any man is diſcharged to enteranother in his roome, and at the end of the Voy- 
age or as often as you ballance the Ships Books (which ſome doe at every Port , being a prudentiall 
courſe in reſpe& of mortality, and fo carry the ballance forward from Port to Port) all the Wages fo 
paid them is to be transferred out of this Book with relation thereto into the book of the Ships

The Book of mens Wages cleares all Disburſements of that nature for viduals they make an ab- 
ſtract of the charge of Meat, Bread, Drink, 8c. and according to the quantity of rhe men compare the 
ſame with 1! per man a moneth, or with the rate of vituals in England with caution and duc regard of 
extraordinary Labourers, or extraordinary;dear rates paid for theſame , granting a competent allow-

H E intrinſecal ſcope of any Maxime, courteous and ( therein ) learned Reader, 
hath either to purpoſe a benefit or a pleaſure, whereof generoms Spirits in effe(t 
never will make any difference, but at a diſtance, in that oy will get the true

> benefit by the ſolid pleaſure, and the infallible pleaſure by the benefit thereof. 
We uſe to ſupply the decay of corporal ſtrength by neceſſary food and nouriſhment, our Spirit 
or Mind { within ſpeaking with as ) cannot otherwiſe well be F his, but by ſolid Learning, 
yet never be ſatisfied; which is a ſtrange thing of the more then humane mind of man, in that 
26 man in this tranſitorie condition will be found never (s ingenious and learned who could not 
get learn and comprehend much more, Our Mind s no circumferred wſek that could but 
contain acertain quantity.; nay it is infinite, endleſs, unſearchable, all capable, that in all 
things can find a period ſave in it jeif and happily can be wearied out, but never be ſatisfi- 
ed and pages with learning and knowle + much as not to deſire to know and learn 
ſtill much more, Now if naturally all men are deſirous of Knowledg, then the queſtion is, 
Why ſuch a deſire is not apparent and viſible with all men ? Anſwcr, In as much as a hungry 
Stomack hath no appetite or loathſome nor over-hot meats, whereof it cannot partak ſo like- 
wiſe every man deſires to know, but not ever that which i neceſſary and requiſite forth. nor 
by the means he abhors and ſhuns : nay many men deſire for raw and unwholeſome fruits whes 
they land more in need of Phyſick, 

Some are of opinion that it s much better to learn but one thing artificially and funda- 
mentally, then to keep our apr pel-mel upon many Sciences at once. But others there are 
that think themſelves to be expert of all things, and yet never deſire to learn ſo much per- 
fettly as but a ſingle one, For the firſt opinion theſe Reaſons and Arguments here pay + 
are alledged : Whereas Knowledg and Sciences being gifts of the Mind and treaſures of the 
Spirit, as alſo the felicity of Riches doth not conſiſt in the poſſeſiion but lawfull uſe thereof, 
ſo likewiſe it i inſufficient to know much, but ſuch knowledg indeed muſt be improved which 
can be perfor med much better by ſuch a man that makes but one thing bis conſtant Study, 
then by another wha learns much, but altogether 09-44 ; thence it comes that 4 great 
confuſion is occaſioned in the Mind of man as incapable ts comprehend ſeveral things ( no 
more then our eye properly can object but one thing ) at once, If we conſider the ſhortneſs of 
our life and the many. things we are to ſtudy, then we -will ſee we have ſcarce time enough 
to learn but that one thing whereunto we are ordained by Nature, And from thence it s 
why that excellent Lord _ Chancellor of England Verulam was of opinion that there ſhould 
be written a particular book of every Creature, as a book of Salt, a book of Sulphur, and anos- 
ther book of Coals, &c, For ( ſaith he ) in that we deſire to know all things, we do not know 
any thing perfedtly ,, no more then the Current of @ River having ſeveral arms or irregular 
waies will run as ſwiftly as that which flows ſtraight forward and regularly. Many men if 
compelled againſt their own inclination unto any work of the Brain, ( forthat of "pu

having another Nature ) can perfelt but little to purpoſe by all their induſtry; apd thence 
it is ſaid , that ſuch a one is born ( 4s it were) for Poetry, and another for Painting, of 
Muſick and the like. But n—_— as there never hath been any body indued by Nature 
with all gifts together and at once, ſo a man can be but fit for one thing, and if educated 
and inſtrutted in the ſame from his minority, he may certainly attain to the higheſt pitch of 
perfeition, But thoſe men who think to learn all together are moſt like unto 4 certarn coun- 
try Swain that endeavoured to pull the Horſes tail altogether off at once, 
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But thoſe who are of ow that many thines , if not perfely, yet ſufficiently may 
be learned and comprehended altogether at one and the ſame time, do alledge theſe and the 
like reaſons, viz. That there is nothing in this world which hath not many uſes and benefits, 
and to find out which requires many waies trial ; but what Science i there which s not 
united and knitted with many other Arts ? therefore, ſay they, it is neceſſary that all ſhould be 
comprehended and brought together, according to art, in an orderly Method, 


The mind of man being a perpetnal and conſtant fire that cannot be kept long by one Pill , 

it being an immortal Spirit that cannot be # gr vga in this concave of fading vanity , but « 
ordained as it were to fonch and apprehend the great myſteries of God and it 5 own Nature ;, 
Who t it then that will "i ſuch a power except he that doth not underſtand the ſame with- 
in himſelf * Solikewiſe is the Term of life not too ſhort, if it were not ſhortened by un- 
profitable work, and Death furthered by a diſorderly living, From whence is it that the 
innate deſire to know all things comes, if we muſt content our ſelves with but one thing , 
which yet not only would be tedious but alſo of little advantage and benefit tous, ſince there 
is no part which contains all the reſt, but they are divided diftinily and peculiarly according 
to their dimenſions * Conſidering the Knowledge of many tongues, it ff was given unto 
the Apoſtles ; the propagation. of the Word of God, and at this day ſtill is very neceſſary for 
all Divines, Why then Foould it be ſaid, this man doth underſtand the Hebrew, and there- 
fore - he cannot learn the Syriack or Arabick tongue, another doth ſpeak Latin, and therefore 
he cannot learn Italian or Spaniſh ? To the contrary, it will rather follow that ſuch a man 
can attain to the Knowleds of the —_— fo much the eaſier as he doth ſpeak or underſtand 
the Original : the like condition it hath with all other Parts, 
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. The deciding of this = conſiſts firſt in it's proper Senſe, and then in the Difference 
of mens Spirits, If be e word gs z / rote fl Kris oriernal K hf of 4 
thing, then it will rather be better to know all or much then but one thing ;, but if there be 
meant by it a foretaſte and learning in part only, then it will be better to know but one thing 
ſingly well and throughly, then many things poorly, For a ſhot into the mark « better then 
twenty at rovers ;, a Science leading unto truth is better then hundred others that lead off 
from truth, But how we are to ſhun all needleſs ſuperfluity, and to trace the next way unto 
all manners of learnine, we will refer the Reader tot s place, 
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Bus _—_ as the Shapes and Geſtures of all men are differing one from another, ſo like- 
wiſe are their Spirits. Some there are indeed who reſemble thoſe beauties that eaſily can win 


every heart to themſelves; and unto ſuch nothing ſeems impoſsible, but they are apt to learn 
all things which they undertake without any difficals . Some bl a meaner for. which 
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for the moſt part are more fit for the common uſe, they learn much-by diligent induſtry, but 
remain ever 1n their apprentiſhip, and never are contented with what they purchaſe. But 
ſome are altogether diforme Spirits, being ſcarce ſo apt to diſcern what ſerv or their 
livelyhood, and ſuch men ( for the moſt part) muſt maintain themſelves by their handy-craft 
work and dradgery, The Scope - is conſiderable which ſome one or other man aims at, 
and whereunto his objett « prefixed ; that man that is addit#ed wnto a'certain principal Sci- 
ence, muſt beſtow his Induſtry much otherwiſe then he who ſtudies but for his pleaſure, 'Ti 
the ſaying of Plato, that Nature ( deſtining every man unto acertain thing ) did beſtow 
unto ſome men a Gold mind, to ſome other men an Argentine mind, and tothe reſt a mind of 
Iron, and it « well known that one Metal is not appliable nor fit inftead of another, but each 
in its proper place : andin ſuch a skilfull uſe conſeteth the felicity of Governments, 


And 
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And therefore { eeing that the Lord of all Govdneſs did not impart unto every Country aft 
ſorts of Fruits ana Commodities, nor unto every Man all ſorts and manners of Spiritual gifts, 
it is moſt neceſſary to have an univerſal intercourſe and ——_— both of Trade, Arts, 
Sciences, and all good things, for the general dealing in ſuch precious Commodities : but 
the enemies of Vertue ought not tobe admitted thereunto. To which end the Author of this 
Book did venture to appear upon the Stage and Publick Market-place with his firft Summer- 
fruits, of aſhort Method, and new way of Accompts, for the manage and dealing of 
all the reſt + withall confeſ#ing that the Excellency thereof conſiſts not in its literal a 
but in the wiſe prattixe and wſe thereof ;, no more then a Harp ( or ſome other muſical In- 
ſtrument ) with its ſeveral and diſtinit ſtrings , of it ſelf will give any comfort, if it be 
not ſtrained unts a pleaſant and delightfull Harmony or tane by ſome skilfull Hands : yet 
for all that it may fitly be termed an Artificial and Exquiſite Mirrour of other Myſteries, as it 
is of Divinity, Fuſtice, Reaſon of State and Natural Maximes, As for inſtance, whereas 
there immediately proceeds from the only God, the Holy Trinity, producing Life, Light, 
Love and all Eſſential goodnef, which furthermore appear in ſeveral powerfull operations, 
as it doth in Faith, Charity, Hope, Patience, Humility, Prayers, and all other Yertues ; aud 
ſo to the glory of God the Author ' and the good of man perpetually are going abont circular, 
as it were, yi all Eternity : So likewiſe proceeds from the account of the Stock a Treble ac- 
count of all Effeits, Mony and Gain; and from which furthermore riſe and grow all the 

other accounts, Debtors and Creditors, as its conſequent branches and boughs, ſtill returning 
from Ballance to Ballance, unto the firſt _ and Original thereof.

Moreover concerning things Polemical and Private, it will ſhew with much eaſe and de- 
=- how we may not only keep and preſerve that which we have already in our poſſeſſion , but 
alſo how it may fitly be augmented and improved, But that conſiſts chiefly in the well- 
ordered application thereof, and eſpecially if wwe _— theſe enſuing Rules, viz, Devout 
Prayers, diligent Induſtry, a merry Mind, a Conſcience void of ofence not to inquire 
after Stranze things, not to believe our own Fancy, not to be offended at a merry Word int 
Jeſt; to ſeek Honour among our likeneſs, to inſtrue# the Ignorant, to learn of the Wiſe, to ask 
what we do not underſtand, to be courteous towards all Men , ſeeing it is an infallible Maxime, 
Who ſpeaks wellwill be commended, who doth well will be done well unto, who ſtrives after 
renown muſt behave himſelf gentle, who miſlikes ſuncerity cannot be counted piows. As for 
example, if our Ability and Effetts rightly be ſtated to account, then we may make uſe there« 
of even with profit and pleaſure, either in our life-time or at our deceaſe, both as a Mirrour, 
Inventory, Teſtament and Laſt will towards our Heirs and Succeſſors, Beſides that we may 
ſee from time to time how far the Talent which God hath truſted us with, correſponding with 
the Improvement, how nigh the Gain doth ballance the Loſs, in which defeits appear , and 
how any thing amiſs may I. remedied. Item, what conrſe might be taken towards any advan- 
ftageous deſigne and occaſion, with ſuch like innumerable Conſequences, which for brevitie 
ſake are fe to the ſerious Conſideration of the Ingenious Pratticioner, 


As for the common and uſual way of the ſo-called Italian Book-keeping, the Author of 
this Book is not Ignorant : but ſeeing thoſe Volumes which as yet are _—_ in ſeveral lan- 
guages are altogether very large and circumſtantial, conſiſting commonly of 3,6, 7, or more 
Books, as is Memorial or Waſte-book, Caſh-book, Book of Charges and Expences, Book of Bills 
of Exchange, Books of Accounts, Bills and A—_—_ » Copie-book, Fountnal, Menſal, 
Annual and Lieger, 8c. and inregard that hitherto no ſuch Exatt and ſhort Method did 
arrive to his hand, he did preſume, ſo as for the good of the Publick andthe love to his 
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Neighbour, to compoſe this ſhort abridement of a well-proportioned and ordered Principal- 
book or Lieger, containing as it were all the reſt as aforeſaid, with this confidence, that hap- 
ly he may prove at leaſt uſeful and ſerviceable unto ſome that are capable thereof , deſs- 
ring neither Vain glory nor undeſerved Blame for all his pain and induſtry, but rather .hoping 
that the curious Pratticioner will not be found negligent at any occaſion to ſupply the imper- 
fettion of this work with his more perſpicuous Ingenioſity, and where he ſhall {x it 00-009 of 
to adde ſuch other accounts requiſite thereunto as would beautifie the whole Strudture ſo 
much the more, He for his part ts very willing tobe inſtrutted by any ingentons man, not 
only in this, but alſo in all other things, being aſſured that he did not at leaſtwiſe intend to 
offend any body, if net haply he hath made way for many others unto Vertue and Knowledge 
accounting the ſingularity of this Work as an unmoveable Pillar on the High-ways, by which 
an unexpetted Traveller may fare well, and another more expert one not be ſerved at all. And 
moreover it can be poſtible that the like Work would be unfeaſable ants many , who al- 
though they did not want ſufficient Skill and Knowledg, yet had need of induſtry ana oppor- 
tunity requiſite thereunto. A ſhort Account without either pleaſure or profit muſt needs be 
tedious : the Proportion of goodneſs is the thing aimed at, and not the Multtplicity of words, 
The Love of a man towards his Country and the Zeal untoall Liberal Sciences are commen- 
aable only in their purity and naked ſincerity. Part 4 Learning #4 ſpecial gift of God 
inparted unto man, and is not prohibited by bis Law, but by the Ordinances of Mahomet ; 
leading from evil unto good, mitigating the Pons infirmities, and governing the appetite, 
What Socrates ſaid once of a Lookine-glafi, that cannot improperly be applied to parts and 
learning; Teaif a man only for his internal Intellefts and not for his external Regard is 
to be counted a man, then yeſpedt i chiefly to'be had unto its adornation and embelliſhment, and 
ſo the Proverb ts verified, Speak that I may ſee you. That man only i to be accounted Wiſe 
whoſe Knowledge is more for Profit then for an Outward ſhew : For it needs muſt be bet- 
ter to know yet ſomething though needleſs, then to know nothing at all, 


Furthermore, it reſts yet to ſay, that thoſe men who are determined to publiſh any thing 
in print, are moſt like to thoſe who are building on the publick ſtreets, they muſt get the ſtones 
either from old buildings or out of a new Quarry : the firſt s not ſo difficult, and yet re- 
quires almoſt more induſtry then skill; but the other being more Gumbrous and Ho- 
noxrable, Of ſuch a literal Fabrick we are firſt to calculate the whole Architefture, and 
then to begin at the loweſt Foundation, and ſo raiſe it by little and little very artificial- 
ly and curiouſly to the top, if otherwiſe we- deſire not to get more Blame then Fame by 
it, or toloſe again the Renowne which at firſt we did get by the work thereafter enſuing, 
Thoſe Scoffers that paſs by we muſt ſuffer totalk and rad x their fill of it, with thu aſſurance, 
that others again will judge very meanly of their Fudgement, 


There are ſo many books publiſhed that it ſeems almoſt difficult well to chuſe of them : yet 

of thoſe ſeveral forts of Spirits of men many more are to be found that will differ in opini- 

on and judgment ; and therefore we ought not ſo much to look upon the Ingenuous only, neither 

upon the Unskilfull, nor upon the Niggards, nor upon the Lovers of Poeſy, Painting, or 

of Muſick, &c. but upon all together, as Pipes and Organs, conveying Knowledge unto our 

Capacitie, I muſt confeſs we live in a Skilfull time, wherein Cireumſpettion is very neceſ- 

ſary, and never will be 1w2mature = in Writing as in Speaking, Certes, no ſufficient 
Schooles have been had as yet, in whichupon all occaſion we could have learned either ſo to order 

and temper our Speech and Silence, or to appropriate the Knowledge, of all Sciences unto our 
ſelves, Ingenious men having even as well Trane affefts,& the ; 8-424 opinion are ſometimes 
in variance amongſt themſelves. One man cannot well faſhion his things, another did not read 
much,, one wants Words, another lacks Diſcretion and Knowledge,a third needs will appropri- 
ate Parts & Elequence altozether unto enfelfs deſiring to be heard of every body, but Linfelf 
will not hearken to any body;not conſidering that there is a time to ſpeak,and another time to be 
ſilent, nevey a one in which all at ance u tobe ſpoken, It s of more then bnt 4 little con- 
cernment, that a man | his minority ts additted unto zood books and company, to the end 


that precious time might not be loſt, which God had at firft in ſuch an Eſteem, that he requi- 


red the ſeventh part thereof as the Sabbath, whereas of all other things he commanded but 
the 
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the tenth part to be given, Now inaſmuch as we are to ſhun and neeled# bad and fooliſh 
Books, ſo likewiſe are we (as I conceive in my opinion) to flie and abhor the vicious and 
naughty ones, ſince Conſcience i not ſafe by the firſt, and by the ſecond our Mind cannet 
be ſatisfied, He who frequents lewd company muſt either be like unto them, or elſe be their 
Adverſary, nay, he muſt either vindicate their Vices and Malice, or not reſiſt their Tonorance. 
Many Contrarieties and Enmities there are hid in Nature (whoſe cauſes are not yet found 
out)but no greater Contrariety or Enmity can be had betwixt.Vertue and Vice, Knowledge and 
Ignorance, then unprofitable Books andExerciſes or Diſcourſes, for they rather will infe# good 
manners, then good Books and ſolid Diſcourſes and E —_ will remedy ill manners , and 
albeit ſome few things there may be in a naughty Book which are haply not to be ſlighted, yet 
they ever will be either of an acetous or diſguſifull taſte, moſt like unto thoſe wilde fruits of 
an 0-4" Tree, which neither can be eaten by a dainty mouth , nor digeſtedby a feeble 
SHOmach. 


Who now of the Readers do perſwade themſelves ' that the Author of this Book ſecks to 
purchaſe a laſting name, greatly deceive themſelves in their conceived opinion ; for he ſuf- 
ficiently did learn to diſtinguiſh the Vanity of ſuch purpoſe and doth know wery well, that 
in this Mortality nothing immortal can be had or gotten, Why then ſhould a man be ſo bold 
as to baaſt of that which is not his, ſeeing he received all, and eſpecially the gift of the 
Mind, originally of God, according to the known Scripture in James 1.

To deny the Principle of Exchange and Mony as aforeſaid, may be refuted and proved 
to be ſo plain an error, as we ſee the hand or index of a Dial to be the thing ative, which 
ſhewerh the hour, and the lecters are paſſive and immoveable in the aftion'; and ſoare 
Commodities of the Courſe of Trafhick where Exchange is uſed, 

Right Merchants are taken to be wiſe mtheir proteſhon for their own' good and be- 
nefit of the Commonwealth ; for of the fix members of all che Goveramencs of Monar- 
chies and Commonweals, they are the principal inftraments to increaſe or decreaſe the 
Wealth thereof, as may appear by the deſcription of the following Royal banquer. 
King Fames conſidering that all Commonweals are furniſhed with Divine-ſervice, Arms, 
Laws, Riches, Arts and Suſtenance, and that the managing of theſe things requireth 
ſix manner of Perſons , namely, Clergy-men, Noble-men, Magiſtrates, Merchants, 
Artificers and Husband-men, ( which jointly are the Members of all Commonyeals ) 
was gratiouſly diſpoſed to invite them all unto a Royal banquer, where (after man 
plealing diſcourſes ) his Majeſty was pleaſed that every Member of his Commonwealt 
as aforeſaid ſhould in one only word expreſs the property of his Profeſhon or Calling. 
W hereupon the Clergy-men did ſay, we Inſtruct ; the Noble-men, we Fight; the Magi- 


ſtrates, we Detend ; the Merchants, we Iarich ; the Artificers, we Furniſh;” and the 


Husband-men, wenouriſh, The King anſwering, uſed theſe or the like Speches ; We do 
very well approve your Declarations in this briet manner, recommending every one of 
you todiſcharge your duty accordingly, with aremembrance that We ( as your Head ) 
muſt make the Body of the Commonwealth compleate.

ſerving for the Back and Belly, we attribute it to you Husband-men, faid the King , 
for Food is dear, and yet there is no Dearth, The Husband-men did excufe themſelves, 
and laid the fault upon the Noble-men and Gentlemen for raiſing of their Rents, taking 
of Farmes into their hands, and making of Incloſures, Noble-men and Gentle-men 
did impoſe the cauſe upon Merchants and Artificers, for ſelling things dearer then in 
times paſt, which cauſed every man to make the moſt of his own according to his Pro- 


teſſion : wherein the Artificers wereeaſily diſpenſed withall, conſidering their Labours 
and workmens Wages, buying alſo all things dearer. 


So that the Faule did wholly 
remain upon the Merchants, who have the ſole diſpoſing of all Commodities exported 
andimported for the good or hurt of the Commonwealth ; which caufed the King to 
enter into conſideration of the aforeſaid three Eſſential parts of Traffick, namely, Com- 


modities, Mony, and Exchange for mony by Bills of Exchange, 


And Ingeniouſly perceiving that the Vital Spirit of Trafhck did conſiſt in the matter 
of Exchange for Moneys, becauſe the ſame is the publick Meaſure between Nation and 
Nation, and that Gain was the Radical moiſture of Commerce, which had his effectual 
power in Exchanges : His Majeſty thought good to call divers Merchants to the Con- 
ſulration of this buſineſs ( being within their Elemenc ) to hear their opinion how to 
remedy the ſaid Inconventence, 

Whereupon his Highneſs obſerved three manner of Merchants, The Firſt (which 
were the greateſt number) were ignorant of the Fundamental reaſons of Exchanges, 
and being carried with the Stream,never took notice of it, but were guided therein by ig- 
norant Brokers of Exchanges,according to the rule of forreign Nations. The Second ſort 
of Merchants were thoſe who did altogether practiſe to make a benefit by Exchange and 
Tranſportation of Moneys, and never did deal in Commodities at home or beyond'the 
Seas, and theſe would not confeſs that there was any abuſe committed by Exchange, 
The Third ſort of Merchants ( being the {malleſt number ) were men of Wiſdom and 
Experience, and yet they tound the matter of Exchange to be a Myſtery, until examina- 
tion of the Properties thereof, and then ( like good Patriots ) they took a care for the 
Weltare of the Commonwealth, The Firſt, ſort he did not regard, becauſe of their

Aſſiſtants in making of Laws againſt -Drunkenneſs, and fo rejeted them : Bur the 


Third fort he did imbrace as worthy Councellors to reform abuſes ; and ſome of theſe

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were of opinion, - that by reaſon of the hafe money coined in the latter end ot\the Reign 
of Hepry the eighth, all the forreign Commodities were fold dggger, which made after- 
wards the Commodities of the Realm to riſe at the Farmers and Tenants hands, and 
that the ſame was made dearer through plenty of money and Bullion which came from 
the Weſt: Indies, and eſpecially, becauſe an ounce of Silver was inhaunced by the faid 
King from forty pence to forty five pence, andafterwards in proceſs of time was —_— 
at threeſgore pence, and that the operation of the ſaid alteration doth ſtill continue. $j1y. aj, 
Others ſaid,. that the Prices of things being riſen was of no great moment, becauſe it the price of 
. wag by denomination, and not really; for that which was called forty before, was now *5* 
termed three(core, according to the Coins of Silver valued by the ounce as aforeſaid, 
But the Wiſer ſort did goe turther, and comparing the Prices riſen of forrein Commo- 
dities, far more then the Prices of our home-Commadities, they did acknowledge thar

Thirdly, This cauſeth young Merchants and others to makerath ſales of their Com- 
modities beyond the Seas, to pay their Bills of Exchange, whereby they overthrow the 
Markets of others, and make them ſell better cheap.So on the contrary, the Coins being 
overvalued in Exchange, and alſo inhaunced beyond the Seas, cauferh the Price of torrein 
Commodities to increaſe more then our native Commodities; and our Merchants are 
compelled (of Courſe) to make return thereby, becauſe they cannot import thoſe over- 
valued Moneys but to their exceeding great Loſs, And by Exchange they find few 
takers, unleſs it be our young Merchants, which do conſume their Eſtates by Exchanges 
and Rechanges.

(as ready Money ) paſſing between man and man, cauſeth with them a lively courſe 
of Trade, whereby their Commodities are advanced in Price and Sale; neither are 
they compelled to (ell them bur at their Price, becauſe they find Money art Intereſt, ar 
five and four in the hundred, | 

This plenty of money is daily increaſed by our Merchants trading into Spair, and all 
others who do divert the Royals of Spain froin us, becauſe of the inhaunfing of moneys 
beyond the Seas, where they have 25 upon the hundred Gain, when with us they make 
but 10 per Centum, : 

This Gain is practiſed by Exchange, and would otherwiſe be but imaginary ; but is

Some Merchants are ſo far wide fromthe Knowledge of the Value of Coins, and the 
Exchanges made thereupon, that they are of- opinion, that there can be no certain rate 
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or Par of Exchange ſet to anſwer juſtly the Value of Coins in forrein parts, by reaſon of 
the diverſity and diſproportion of the Coins of Gold and Silver, and their intrinſecal 
and extrinſecal Values. -But theſe Merchants are ro underſtand that the Moneys of all 
Countreys have a proportionable Valuation relative within themſelves, according to 
their ſeveral Standards for weight and fineneſs ; only the ſmaller and baſes Coin haye 
Popertionable ſome little known advantage, which may be conſidered of in Exchange, it there be cauſe 
valuations of that the quantity of thoſe Monies do exceed the bigger and finer Coin.

+ Merchant giveth unto another for Commodities bought or ſold, which is altogether 
uſed by Merchants-adventurers at Amſterdam, Middelborough, Hamborough, and other 
places: for when they have ſold their Cloths unto other Merchants or others, payable 
at 4, 6, $8. or more Months, they preſently transfer and ſet over theſe Bills ( ſo received 
for the payment of their Cloths ) unto other Merchants, and take tor them other 
Commodities at ſuch prices as they can agree with the Seller of them, beit Velvetrs, 
Silks, Sattins, Fuſtians, or any other Wares or Commodities, to make return of the 
Provenue of theirs; and ſoſelling thoſe forrein Commodities here in England, they 
preſently buy more Cloths or other Engliſh Commodities, and continue a Revolution of 
Buying and Selling in the courſe of Traftick and Commerce, being fo (incffteR) as may 
be illuſtrated by Example, 

Suppoſe that A. B, the Clothier ſelleth to C. D. the Merchant one Pack of Cloths 
for the ſum of one hundred pounds payable at ſix months, and doth condition with him 7p one 
to make him a Bill in the name of ſuch a man as he ſhall nominate unto him ; A. B, the Triffick. 
Clothier buyeth of D., E, the Gentleman ſo much Wool as amouunteth ro one hundred 
pounds, and doth intend ro deliver him the Bill of C. D. the Merchaac in full payment 
of his Wools, and to cauſe the payment to be made in his (this Gentleman's) name : but 
D. E. the Gentleman cauſed him to make the Bill payable to F, G. the Mercer, and the 
Mercer is contented with the like Condition to accept thereof, but cauſeth the ſame 
to be made payable to C, D. the Merchant, of whom he buyeth his Velvets and Silks , 
and fo in payment of them, he delivered him ( by an intermiſfive time) his own Bill 
which he firſt ſhould haye made to the Clothier, And herein you are to note, Thar in 
the buying by Bills, it may be made payable to the Clothier or to the Bearer thereof, 
and fo all the parties are Bearers thereof, unto whom the ſame is ſet over by tradition of 
it only, which by a retrograde examination will appear ; and this is called a Reſcounter 
in payment, uſed among Merchants beyond the Seas, and ſeems ſtrange unto all men 
that are ignorant of this Cuſtome, and yet do they perceive a reaſon for it, and cannot 
deny the commodiouſneſs thereof, For it the party that hath ſuch Bills will nor ride 
out (as they ſay) the time of payment of the Bills, he may goe to another man and buy 
other Commodities therewith, as if it were with ready money, the time only confide- 
red : Nay more, if he will have ready money tor theſe Bills, he may ſell them to other 
Merchants that are moneyed men, ( abating for the intereſt for the time, and commonly 
one month over ) according to the rate, as they canagree, and as money 1s plentitull they 
ſhall have money at all times to employ in Commodities, or to deliver by Exchange, or 
co pay-Debts withall, or to carry home 7» Specze, or for any other purpoſe at their plea- General bene 
ſure: which is commodious for young Merchants having ſmall ſtocks, as allo for all >y/**ng over,

great matters are compaſled in the Trade of Merchandize, the Commodities are fooner 
vended in all places, the Cuſtomes and Impoſitions of Princes and States do increaſe, the 
Poor and Mechanical people are ſet on work, men are better aſſured in their payments, 
the counterfeiting of bills and differences are prevented ; the more Commodities there 
are ſold, the lels ready money is tranſported, and Life is infuſed into Traffick and Trade 
for the general good, And herein we ſee and may obſerve, That things which be indeed, 
and things which are not indeed, but taken to be indeed, may produce all one effe& , 
and every man is enabled with his own means and Credit co augment Commerce, 
Yo norpraftifed This {audable cuſtom is not practiſed in England, becauſe the Common-law is direR- 
inEngland, ly againſt ſuch Courſe; for they ſay there can be no alienation from one man to another 
of Debts, Choſes ex Aion, and ſuch whereof no property can paſs by aſſignment or 
alienation, Bur for all thar, it might (with great facility) nevertheleſs be eſtabliſhed, 
and would be very beneficial to the State and the Commonwealth in general, 

There are other manners of Buying and Selling of Commodities by Contracts and 
upon Conditions and Caſualties, which tor brevity ſake, and that we conceive them ſu- 
perfluous in this place, we ſhall omit at preſent, and referre the PraQicioner to the ſaid

Of Faftors & But having at firſt promiſed to give you ſatisfaRtion concerning Commiſſions and 


eervants, ans Factorage, we ſhall hint here ſome things in that behalf, as of FaRors and Servants, and

them. the managing of your Accounts and Particular affairs. 

The difference between a FaRor and a Servane confiſtethEhiefly in this, That a FaRor 
is created 7 Merchants letters, and taketh Salary or proviſion of Factorage ; bur a Ser- 
vant or an Apprentice is by his Maſter entertained, ſome receiving Wages yearly, and 
ſome others without Wages. A Factor is bound to anſwer the loſswhich hapnech by 
over-paſſing or exceeding his Commiſſion ; whereas a Servant is not,” but may incur his 
Maſters diſpleaſure, For albeit that the Spaniſh Proverb is, 2«#ew:paſſs Comiſfion, 

Alteration 'of pierde proviſion, That he that exceedeth his Commiſſion ſhall lofe his FaQorage : the 
mecat with Caſeis altered long ſince by the Cuſtom of Merchants, and now it 1s, Swbolca la £486, 
2 his Purſedoth pay for it, Factors therefore muſt be very carefull to follow the Com- 
miſſions given them very orderly and punQually ; and becauſe Merchants are notable 


to preſcribe x += thing (o exaRtly anto their Fators as is convenient, it behoveth them 


ro make good Choice of the perſons which they do imploy, for their welfare dependeth 
upon Traffick : otherwiſe the Fator groweth rich, and the Merchant poor, becauſe his 
gain of FaRtorage is certain, howſoever the ſucceſs of Merchants imployment doth 
prove But having a good FaRor, which word Good implieth all and more then an 
oneſt Fator, who may be honeſt, and neyertheleſs ſimplein his proceedings, and others 
| alſo may be wiſe and not honeſt; this Good FaRor theretore may be truſted, and all 
—_— Commiſhons given unto him may be ample, with addition of theſe words, Diſpoſe, 
| 20440 Doeand Deal therein as if it were your own, And this being ſo found, the FaRtor is to 
be excuſed although it ſhould turn ro loſs, becauſe it is preſumed he did it for the beſt, 
according to his diſcretion, which is and ought to be the trueſt Direor, making a con- 
ſcience to ſee their Maſters loſe, if they can prevent it ; bur being limited to the contrary; 
they can but grieve when their counſel and adviſe doth not take place, either in the fel- 
ling of Commodiries in time, foreſeeing a greater loſs, or buying ſome Commodities 
dear over-haſtily, alſo in keeping a Commodity without purloining the fame ; ſometimes 
A _ upon a paſſionate humor, as a Merchant of Amſterdam did of late years to his FaQorin 
© ommin? 7,040, for being a loſer by ſome Spaniſh Wines, by writing in theſe words, My will's, 
that upon the receipt of this my Letter, you go to the next Ironmonger and buy 4 Hammer, 
and run into the Celler, and ſtrike out the Heads of all the Butts of Wine, aud let it run into

If a Fator do ſell another mans Commodity to a man diſcredited, who cannot uſually 
( as before ) buy Commodities at the ordinary price, as other men,. and it falleth ouc 
that this man breaketh;the Factor ſhall pay for the ſaid Goods, as it ſhall be thought they 
were worth; unleſs he can prove that he was ignorant of the parties weak Eſtate and 
Credit, or that he ſold him Goods of his own account alſo, which arguech-plain-dea- 
ling, or that he had Commiſſion -of the other man to deal for him, as if4ic were for his 


own proper Goods, as hath been declared, And yet in this caſe he cannot Barter any

It-a Fator do pay Money for a Merchant (without Commiſhon) to another man, it is 
at his peril to anſwer for it: and if he deliver another mans money at intereſt, 'and take 
more then the toleration of the Stacute (which is ten inthe hundred by the yearywhere- 
by the (aid Statute againſt Uſury taketh hold: of him, and the money is loſt ;, the ſaid 
FaQor is to be charged therewith, and to make good the money unto the Merchant.
